The  only  competition  in  the  above  list  which  presents  any 
novel  feature  is  that  for  the  appointment  of  Student  Dragoman 
in  the  Consular  Service  in  Turkey,  Persia,  and  Egypt  The 
nature  of  these  appointments  and  the  conditions  of  the  competi- 
tion are  stated  at  p.  566  of  the  Appendix.  At  the  examination 
held  in  August  1877,  a  large  number  of  candidates  offered  them- 
selves, viz.,  432  for  eight  appointments.  Of  this  large  number 
254  actually  went  through  the  examination ;  but  of  these  not 
more  than  17  showed  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  prescribed 
subjects.

The  number  on  the  register  on  the  30th  June  1878  was  1,484 
men  and  293  boys,  and  the  number  in  actual  employment  (as 
nearly  as  can  be  stated),  1,147  men  and  158  boys ;  the  difference 
between  the  number  registered  and  the  number  employed  being 
made  up  almost  wholly  by  copyists  who,  for  the  time,  were 
unprepared  to  serve  as  such.

Indian  Services. 

At  the  annual  competition  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India,  held 
at  Easter  1877,  203  candidates  presented  themselves  to  compete 
for  30  vacancies  j  the.  number  of  vacancies  in  the  previous  year 
having  been  also  30,  and  the  number  of  candidates  202. 

Of  .the  37  gentlemen  who  were  selected  in  1875,  36  appeared 
for  their  Final  Examination  in  June  and  July  1877,  and  having 
all  been  found  to  possess  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  subjects 
prescribed,  were  certified  by  us  as  entitled  to  appointments.  The 
remaining  candidate  had  been  removed  from  the  list  at  the  end 
of  his  first  year  of  probation,  in  pursuance  of  the  regulation 
which  authorises  us  to  adopt  this  course  in  the  case  of  any 
candidate  who,  at  any  of  the  periodical  examinations,  shall 
appear  to  have  wilfully  neglected  his  studies. 

In  June  1877  a  competition  was  held  for  admission  to  the 
Indian  Engineering  Service,  when  137  candidates  competed  for 
45  vacancies ;  the  corresponding  numbers  in  1876  having  been  as 
follows : — vacancies  50,  candidates  134. 

In  November  1877  we  held  an  examination  for  admission  to 
the  Forest  Service  of  India,  at  which  5  candidates  were  selected 
out  of  21  who  presented  themselves.  At  the  similar  examination 
in  November  1876,  12  candidates  presented  themselves,  and  5 
were  selected.

shall  have  been  issued  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners.  A

In  case  the  chief  of  a  department  to  which  a  situation 
belongs,  and  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  shall  consider  that  the 
qualifications  in  respect  of  knowledge  and  ability  deemed  requisite 
for  such  situation  are  wholly  or  in  part  professional,  01  otherwise 
peculiar,  and  not  ordinarily  to  be  acquired  in  the  Civil  Service, 
and  the  said  chief  of  the  department  shall  propose  to  appoint 
thereto  a  person  who  has  acquired  such  qualifications  in  other 
pursuits,  or  in  case  the  said  chief  of  the  department  and  the 
Lords  of  the  Treasury  shall  consider  that  either  for  the  purpose 
of  facilitating  transfers  from  the  Redundant  List,  or  for  other  *

reason,  it  would  be  for  the  public  interest  that  examination  should 
be  wholly  or  partially  dispensed  with,  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners may  dispense  with  examination,  wholly  or  partially,  and 
may  grant  their  certificate  of  qualification  upon  evidence  satis- 
factory to  them  that  the  said  person  possesses  the  requisite  know* 
ledge  and  ability,  and  is  duly  qualified  in  respect  of  age,  health, 
and  character. 

VIII.  And  it  is  lastly  hereby  ordered,  that  the  situations  men- 
tioned or  referred  to  in  the  Schedule  marked  B.,  hereto  annexed, 
shall  be  wholly  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this  Order,  pro- 
vided that  the  chief  authorities  of  any  department,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  by  i\otice  in  the  London 
Gazette,  may  from  time  to  time  add  situations  to  either  of  the  said 
schedules,  or  withdraw  situations  therefrom,  or  restore  thereto 
situations  which  may  have  been  withdrawn.

And  whereas,  in  consideration  of  the  premisses,  various  in- 
quiries have  been  undertaken,  and  various  measures  have  been 
founded  upon  them,  both  for  the  selection  and  for  the  classifi- 
cation of  the  said  permanent  officers ;  of  which  measures  the 
latest  is  Her  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  4  June  1870, 
whereby,  or  by  orders  and  regulations  supplementary  thereto,  the 
selection  of  persons  for  Her  Majesty's  Civil  Service  is  directed  to 
be  made  principally  by  literary  competition  according  to  two 
standards  of  examination,  and  the  persons  so  respectively  selected 
are  attached  either  to  different  offices,  or  to  Higher  or  Lower 
Divisions  of  the  same  office,  according  to  the  examinations  passed 
by  them  and  the  duties  to  be  performed : 

And  whereas  it  appears  from  certain  recent  reports  made  by 
the  Right  Honourable  Lyon  Playfair  and  others  appointed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  to  be  a  Commission  for  inquiring 
into  various  questions  connected  with  the  organisation  of  Civil 
Departments  of  the  State,  that  further  regulations  are  required 
for  the  division  of  duties  in  Her  Majesty's  civil  establishments, 
and  for  the  selection,  pay,  and  promotion  of  the  officers  entrusted 
with  such  duties :

6.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  shall  at  fixed  intervals  or 
whenever  they  may,  with  the  previous  approval  of  the  Treasury, 
declare  it  to  be  necessary,  hold  competitive  examinations  for  men 
clerks  of  the  Ldwer  Division,  in  the  subjects  included  in  the 
scheme  of  examination*  known  as  "  Regulation  II. ;"  and  for  boy 
clerks  of  the  Lower  Division,  in  a  more  limited  number  of 
subjects.

Civil  Service  Commissioners  according  to  the  order  of  the  names 
on  the  lists ;  but  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  may  select  any 
clerk  who,  in  his  examination,  has  shown  special  qualifications  for 
any  particular  subject,  among  those  included  in  "  .Regulation  11./' 
if  special  application  for  such  a  clerk  be  made  by  any  depart- 
ment. 

10.  No  clerk  shall  remain  more  than  one  year  in  any  depart- 
ment unless  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  head  of  the  department 
shall  signify  in  writing  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  that 
the  clerk  is  accepted  by  the  department.  If  he  is  not  accepted, 
the  department  shall  report  to  the  said  Commissioners  the 
reasons  for  not  accepting  him ;  and  such  Commissioners  shall 
thereon  supply  another  clerk  in  his  room,  and  shall  decide 
whether  the  name  of  the  rejected  clerk  shall  be  struck  off  the 
list,  as  unfit  for  the  service  generally,  or  whether  he  shall  be 
allowed  a  trial  in  another  department. 

11.  Boy  clerks  shall  not  be  retained  as  such  in  any  department 
after  completing  their  19th  year;  but  they  may,  after  two  years 
(or,  if  admitted  after  17  years  of  age,  one  year)  of  good  service, 
to  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  head  of  their  department  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners,  compete  under  "  Begulation  11./' 
among  themselves,  for  so  many  men  clerkships  of  the  lower 
division  as  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  number  of  com- 
petitors. 

The  number  of  men  clerkships  reserved  for  such  limited  com- 
petitions shall  be  reckoned  as  part  of  the  total  number  to  be 
published,  pursuant  to  Clause  6  of  this  Order. 

Separate  lists  shall  be  made  out  of  the  competitors  successful 
in  the  limited  competitions,  and  selections  for  appointments  to 
men  clerkships  shall  (subject  to  Clause  9  of  this  Order)  be  made 
alternately  from  these  lists  and  from  the  lists  of  competitors  suc- 
cessful in  the  open  competitions  (Clause  5). 

12.  Appointments  may  be  made  exceptionally  to  the  lower 
division  of  clerks  from  the  body  of  writers  serving  before  4th 
June  1870,  if  thoroughly  qualified,  and  from  those  subsequently 
registered  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners;  provided  that 
the  age  of  these  latter  did  not  exceed  30  years  at  the  time  of  their 
being  placed  on  the  register :  that  at  the  date  of  this  present 
Order  in  Council,  they  have  served  as  registered  writers  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  three  years ;  that  they  produce  certificates 
from  the  head  of  the  department  in  which  they  are  serving  that 
it  is  desirable,  in  the  interest  of  the  public  service,  to  retain  and  ' 
employ  them  in  that  same  Department ;  and  that  they  prove 
their  fitness  by  a  supplementary  examination. 

13.  The  salaries  of  men  clerks  in  the  lower  division  shall  com- 
mence at  80/.,  and  shall  rise  by  triennial  increments  of  15/.  to 
200/.    Provided  that  in  any  office  in  which  a  regular  attendance

*        *       14.  The  triennial  increments  of  salary  to  men  clerks  shall  not 

be  allowed  in  full  without  a  certificate  from  the  immediate  superior 

of  each  clerk,  countersigned  by  the  head  of  the  department,  or 

by  such  officer  as  he  may  designate  for  the  purpose,  to  the  effect 

that  the  clerk's  conduct  has  been  in  all  respects  satisfactory.     In 

cases  of  demerit,  a  part,  or  the  whole  of  the  increment  may  be 

withheld  or  deferred,  according  to  circumstances. 

15.  The  salaries  of  boy  clerks  shall  begin  at  14*.  per  week, 
and  shall  rise  by  1*.  per  week  per  annum  as  long  as  they  are 
employed. 

16.  Extra  pay,  not  exceeding  10041  per  annum,  maybe  attached 
to  certain  situations  open  to  clerks  of  the  lower  division  whose 
duties  involve  the  superintendence  of  other  clerks,  or  are  other- 
wise of  a  more  distinctly  responsible  character  than  such  as  the 
generality  of  their  colleagues  have  to  perform.  The  number  of 
such  situations  in  each  department,  and  the  amount  of  extra  pay, 
subject  to  the  maximum  of  100Z.,  to  be  assigned  to  each  such 
situation,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  head  of  the  department,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury. 

17.  Situations  carrying  extra  pay  shall  be  conferred  strictly 
according  to  positive  merit,  and  not  according  to  seniority.

™^T  My  Lords  advert  to  an  order  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  dated  19th 

June  1872.  August  1871,  whereby  it  was  ordered,  among  other  things, — 

,  1.  That  no  temporary  writer  should  be  attached  thenceforth  to  any 

establishment  of  Her  Majesty's  Civil  Service,  except  in  conformity  with 
certain  regulations  to  the  order  now  in  recital  annexed,  or  with  such 
further  regulations  as  the  said  Civil  Service  Commissioners  might, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury,  issue 
in  execution  of  their  powers  in  that  behalf. 

2.  That  a  week's  notice  which  might,  at  the  discretion  of  the  chief  of 
the  department,  be  extended  to  a  month's  notice,  should  be  given  to  all 
acting  writers  (except  such  as  fell  within  the  terms  of  clause  8  of  the 
order  now  in  recital)  who  should  not  be  willing  to  continue  their  service 
upon  the  terms  of  the  regulations  thereto  appended. 

8.  That  temporary  writers  theretofore  certificated  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  for  service  in  any  particular  department,  and  temporary 
writers  at  the  date  of  the  order  now  in  recital  borne  upon  the  register  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  who  had  been  respectively  serving  in 
the  same  department  continuously  from  a  date  preceding  4th  June  1 870, 
should  be  excepted  from  clause  2,  and  be  retained,  but  only  so  long  as 
their  services  were  required  in  the  same  department  at  the  salary  or 
wages,  and  on  the  other  terms,  which  they  were  actually  receiving  and 
were  actually  subject  to  on  4th  June  1870,  without  any  addition  thereto 
or  alteration  therein  on  account  of  service  following  that  date. 

My  Lords  take  notice  that  many  temporary  writers  were  serving  in 
Her  Majesty's  civil  establishments  on  4th  June  1870,  upon  terms  which 
included  certain  annual  increments  of  their  wages  up  to  a  maximum 
according  to  their  efficiency  and  good  conduct,  and  also  included  certain 
provisions  for  terminating  their  service  should  it  be  no  longer  required. 

My  Lords  further  advert  to  various  communications  showing  that  the 
said  last-mentioned  writers  had,  up  to  the  date  of  the  herein-before 
recited  Order  in  Council  of  19th  August  1871,  generally,  although 
erroneously,  construed  the  said  terms  to  mean  that  (with  the  exception 
of  misconduct)  the  same  writers  should  be  retained  in  employment  on 
their  then  terms,  as  long  as  work  of  the  kind  which  they  had  been 
engaged  to  do  required  to  be  done  in  the  departments  where  they  were 
employed. 

My  Lords  hold  that  in  order  to  maintain  clearly  a  distinction  between 
temporary  writers  and  persons  serving  in  an  established  capacity  in  the 
permanent  civil  service  of  the  state,  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  sub- 
stitute such  terms  as  those  in  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  19th 
August  1871,  for  the  terms  which  included  progressive  wages,  but,  in 
order  to  compensate  the  existing  writers,  as  far  as  is  reasonable,  for  any 
disappointment  which  this  alteration  in  the  terms  of  temporary  service 
may  have  occasioned  to  them,  my  Lords  are  pleased  to  direct  as 
follows ;— 
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Every  temporary  writer,  under  whatever  name,  who  was  on  the     Tjusjlbuky 
4th  June  1870  employed  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  civil  establishments.       Minute. 
and  was  engaged  upon  terms  which  included  progressive  wages,  shall  27  June  J  872.

(A.)  Either  to  continue  in  his  employment  upon  the  terms  laid  down

~—         the  statement  alluded  to  in  your  report  was  of  a  much  more  limited 
character  than  the  applicants'  reference  to  it  assumes. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was  not  speaking  of  any  general 
system  whereby  temporary  writers  were,  as  vacancies  occur,  to  be  con- 
verted into  members  of  the  permanent  Civil  Service,  but  of  a  particular 
class  of  cases,  incident  to  periods  of  transition,  where  the  work  assigned 
to  writers  is  discovered  to  be  such  as  ought  to  be  given  to  established 
clerks,  and  where  writers,  who  have  been  doing  it  for  some  time  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  are  recommended  by  the  heads  of  departments 
ns  fit  for  the  clerkships  which  are  to  be  created,  and  are  able  and  willing 
to  pass  for  admission  into  them  a  suitable  test  examination. 

In  all  cases  where  either  the  department  is  included  in  Schedule  A. 
of  the  Order  in  Council  of  4th  June  1870,  or  (as  must  generally  be  the 
case)  the  writer  is  over  the  age  fixed  for  admission  into  the  service,  the 
Lords  of  the  Treasury,  supposing  them  to  have  consented  to  the  increase 
of  establishment,  must  further  be  applied  to  for  their  consent  to  the 
application  of  Clause  VII.  of  the  same  Order  to  such  cases. 

Before  giving  such  consent  my  Lords  would  look  to  see  what  reason 
any  writer  so  recommended  had  had  to  expect  any  such  advancement,  and 
they  would  not  be  disposed  to  suspend  the  ordinary  rules  of  admission 
in  to  the  department  in  favour  of  any  writer  who,  besides  satisfying  the  con- 
ditions stated  above,  had  not  also  something  to  plead  in  the  way  of  expec- 
tations either  held  out  to  him  in  express  terms,  or  created  and  encouraged 
by  the  receipt  of  progressive  wages.  It  would  obviously  be  out  of 
the  question  for  the  Government  to  withdraw  from  the  public  any  portion 
of  those  offices  which  are  now  open  to  competition,  to  the  great  promo- 
tion of  education  and  improvement  of  the  Civil  Service. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was  speaking  of  writers  engaged  on 
terms  which  are  no  longer  continued,  and  of  the  means  which  occasional 
changes  in  the  organization  of  departments  offer  of  relieving  such  men. 

It  is  evident  that  such  a  statement  as  this  does  not  warrant  individual 
writers  in  making  application  for  promotion  to  vacancies,  but  is  only  an 
intimation  to  the  heads  of  departments  that  whenever  a  writership  has 
to  be  converted  into  a  clerkship,  there  is  an  opportunity  of  considering 
the  writer  who  occupies  the  post  if  at  the  time  when  he  began  to  serve 
in  the  department  the  then  existing  rules  were  more  in  his  favour  than 
now.

instant  further  regulating  Her  Majesty's  Civil  Service. 

My  Lords  think  it  advisable  to  give  effect  as  soon  as  possible  to  the 
12th  clause,  in  all  departments  where  there  is  an  opportunity  for 
promoting  to  clerkships  of  the  new  lower  division  writers  who  are 
qualified  for  such  promotion  by  their  age  and  standing,  and  are  judged 
to  be  deserving  of  it  by  the  heads  of  the  departments  in  which  they  are 
serving. 
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it  will  be  observed  (clause  19)  that  u  mere  copying  and  routine  work 
"  done  under  direct  supervision  "  is  to  continue  to  be  assigned  to  persons 
engaged  on  the  same  conditions  of  service  as  have  been  heretofore  m 
force  for  Civil  Service  writers.  Although,  therefore,  clerkships  are  not 
to  be  created  for  the  sake  simply  of  providing  means  of  promotion  for 
writers  who  ha*e  no  higher  work  than  thirt*  perform,  yet  no  writers 
should  be  allowed  to  continue  to  'perform  higher  work  than  this,  and 
clerkships  of  the  new  lower  division  should  at  once  be  created  to  the 
extent  that  is  necessary  for  performing  all  such  higher  work  as  is  now 
assigned  to  writers. 

'To  take  an  example.  •  Suppose  that  at  the  present  lime  12  writers 
are  employed  in  a  department,  and 'that  besides  mere  copying  and 
routine  work  they  are  performing  such  a  quantity  of  higher  work  as 
would,  if  separated  from  the  rest,  employ  three  clerks  of  the  new  lower 
division,  in  that  case  three,  suoh  clerkships  should  at  once  be  created, 
bat  before  they  are  thrown  open  to  competition  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment may,  if  he  sees  fit,  select  for  promotion  to  them  any  writers 
actually  serving  in  the  department  who  fulfil  the  conditions  of  clause  12 
and  possess  the  necessary  qualifications  and  merit.  No  writer  can  claim 
such  promotion  as  of  right.  Clerkships  not  filled  up  by  the  promotion 
of  writers  will  remain  for  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  fill  up  by 
open  competition. 

My  Lords  think  it  important  to  fix  a  limit  within  which  all  claims 
of  existing  writers  for  promotion  under  clause  12  must  be  settled,  and 
with  this  view  they  have  fixed  31st  August  next  as  the  date  beyond 
which  they  will  decline  to  give  their  consent  (required  under  clause  7 
of  the  Order  in  Council  of  4th  June  1870)  to  the  special  admission  of 
any  such  candidates. 

It  will,  of  course,  be  understood  that,  as  t}ie  substitution  of  clerjts  of. 
the  lower  division  for  writers  involves  an  extension  of  the  establishment, 
the  first  step  to  be  taken  is  to  submit  a  proposal  to  the  Treasury  stating 
precisely  how  many  of  such  clerkships  it  is  proposed  to  create  at  once, 
and  why. 

The  more  general  substitution  which  Mr.  PJayfair's  Commission 
.contemplates  of  clerks  of  the  lower  division  for  the  existing  establish- 
ments is  a  further  question  which  will  gradually  come  un4er  review  as 
clause  4  of  the  recent  Order  in  Council  begins  to  operate.  .  But  the 
cases  to  which  clause  12  refers  constitute  a  special,  and  temporary  class, 
which,  for  its  own  sake,  should  be  disposed  of  without  delay,  at  the  same 
time  it  affords  an  opportunity  of  beginning  to  put  the  Order  in  Council 
into  force.

The  Civil 
Service  Commissioners,  when  such  transfers  are  reported  to  them,  call 
for  the  certificates  of  qualification  held  by  the  officers  who  are  being 
transferred,  in  order  to  put  upon  them  the  proper  endorsements. 

The  endorsed  certificate  is  necessary  to  qualify  the  transferred  officer 
to  receive  his  salary  in  his  new  situation,  pursuant  to  clause  2  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  4th  June  1870,  and  hence  it  follows  that  notice  of 
all  such  transfers  should  be  given  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners

1.  Vacancies  for  appointments  as  engineer  students  in  the  dockyards  are  open  to  Engineer 
public  competition,  lie  dockyard  at  which  engineer  students  are  entered  each  year  students, 
will  be  fixed  by  their  Lordships.  Admiralty. 

2.  The  fist  of  candidates  for  these  appointments  will  be  kept  at  the  Admiralty 
in  London.  All  applications  lor  the  forms  to  be  filled  up  by  persons  who  wish  to 
compete  must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  before  the  1st  of  March 
in  each  year. 

*,  Candidates  must  not  be  less  than  14  nor  more  than  16  years  of  ace  on  the  first 
day  of  the  examination.  Proof  of  age  will  be  required  by  the  production  of  a  certi- 
ficate of  birth.  A  declaration  before  a  magistrate,  accompanied  bv  a  certificate  of  • 
baptism,  will  be  accepted  in  those  cases  only  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  procure  a 
certificate  of  birth.  A  certificate  of  baptism  cannot  be  accepted  under  any  other 
circumstances.  Evidence  of  respectability  and  good  character  must  also  be  pro- 
duced.

Candidates  will  also  be  tested  aa  to  their  ability  to  read  aloud  with  clearness,  dis- 
tinctness, and  accuracy,  and  without  testation.

8.  Candidates  who  mil  to  pass  in  the  first  four  subjects  (those  marked  with 
an  asterisk),  or  in  reading  aloud,  will  be  disqualified,  and  their  other  papers 
will  not  be  examined.  The  candidates  who  obtain  not  less  than  750  marks  in 
the  aggregate,  will  be  classed  in  one  general  list  in  order  of  merit,  according  to  the 
number  of  marks  gained,  and  will  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  engineer  students 
in  one  of  the  dockyards,  according  to  the  number  of  appointments  which  it  may 
be  decided  to  make  that  year. 

9.  The  candidates  who  obtain  appointments  will  be  entered  as  engineer  students 
before  the  1st  July  in  each  year,  and  must  join  with  their  parents  or  guardians  in  a 
bond  for  800/.  to  enter,  if  required,  into  Her  Majesty's  Naval  Service  as  assistant 
engineers,  if  at  the  expiration  of  their  training  They  should  obtain  certificates  of  good 
conduct  and  efficiency  for  entry  in  that  capacity.  These  bonds,  and  the  indentures  of 
apprenticeship,  must  be  completed  in  all  respects  before  the  students  join  the  dock- 
yard. 

10.  The  parents  or  guardians  of  all  engineer  students  entered  in  future  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  sum  of  25/.  a  year  for  each  student  during  the  first  three  years  of 
his  training. 

11.  The  first  payment  of  25/.  is  to  be  made  before  the  student  is  entered  in  the 
yard,  and  the  second  and  third  payments  of  25/.  each  are  to  be  made  on  or  before 
the  80th  day  of  June  in  each  of  the  two  succeeding  years.  The  payments  are  to  be 
made  to  the  cashier  of  the  yard  to  which  the  student  is  appointed,  in  case  of  failure 
of  payment  the  student  will  be  discharged. 

12.  Board  and  lodging  will  be  provided  for  engineer  students,  and  they  will  be 
required  to  reside  in  one  of  the  dockyards  or  in  a  vessel  adjacent  thereto.

14.  Three  weeks  leave  (18  working  days)  on  full  pay  will  be  granted  each  year  to 
all  engineer  students  whose  conduct  and  progress  have  been  satisfactory.

Means  will  be 
afforded  them  of  acquiring  the  groundwork  of  the  knowledge  required  by  a  naval 
engineer  respecting  the  working  of  marine  engines  and  boilers,  including  those 
repairs  which  can  be  carried  out  afloat,  the  practical  use  of  the  various  instruments 
used  in  the  engine-room,  including  the  indicator,  and  of  becoming  generally 
acquainted  with  the  duties  of  a  naval  engineer. 

18.  Engineer  students  will  be  examined  once  a.  year  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  Royal  Naval  College.  They  will  be  examined  by  the  engineer 
officers  of  the  Admiralty  at  the  end  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  years  of  their 
service  as  to  their  practical  acquirements  and  knowledge  of  steam  machinery.  Two 
prizes  will  be  given  annually  at  each  dockyard  to  the  engineer  students  most  highly 
reported  on  as  regards  their  skill  as  workmen.  Practical  engineering  will  be  con- 
sidered an  essential  subject  at  examinations,  and*  in  the  lists  showing  the  results  of 
examinations  the  numbers  obtained  in  practical  subjects  will  be  shown  distinct  from 
those  obtained  in  educational  subjects.  No  engineer  student  will  be  granted  a 
qualifying  certificate  for  entry  at  the  Royal  Naval  College  unless  he  obtains  at  least 
50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  marks  for  practical  engineering  on  his  final 
examination,  and  also  displays  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  aubjecta  taught  in  the 
dockyard  schools. 

19.  The  examination  of  the  sixth  year  students  is  to  be  held  in  time  for  the  ne- 
cessary certificates  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Admiralty  on  or  before  the  28rd  June  in 
each  year,  and  it  will  include  tests  of  their  skill  as  workmen.  Those  found  quali- 
fied will,  on  the  completion  of  their  term  of  service  at  the  dockyards,  proceed  to 
the  Royal  Naval  College  at  Greenwich  as  acting  assistant  engineers  on  probation 
on  the  1st  October  .succeeding  the  examination,  where  they  will  pass  through  a  course 
of  higher  instruction. 

20.  Those  engineer  students  who  fail  to  pass  the  examination  at  the  end  of  their 
six  years'  service  will  be  allowed  to  remain  one  year  longer  at  the  dockyards,  and 
will  then  be  re-examined,  when,  if  they  are  unable  to  pass,  they  will  cease  to  be 
eligible  for  the  rank  of  naval  engineer.  The  pay  of  a  student  during  such  year  of 
probation  will  be  the  same  as  during  the  sixth  year. 

21.  Engineer  students  will  not  be  entered  as  acting  assistant  engineers  until  they 
have  been  pronounced  fit  for  Her  Majesty's  naval  service  by  the  medical  officers,  and 
hare  learned  to  swim. 

22.  Acting  assistant  engineers  will  be  provided  with  quarters  while  at  Greenwich. 
During  their  first  session  they  will  be  paid  6*.  a  day  and  Is.  6d.  a  day  towards  the 
mess  expenses.  Those  selected  for  further  study  will  receive  their  full  pay  and 
Is.  td.  a  day  towards  the  mess. 

23.  The  period  of  study  at  Greenwich  will  be  one  session  extending  from  the  1st 
October  to  the  30th  June  following.  All  will  be  examined  under  the  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  Royal  Naval  College  on  the  completion  of  their  course  at 
Greenwich,  and  will  receive  certificates  according  to  their  merit,  in  three  classes. 
Those  who  obtain  first  class  certificates  will  receive  commissions  dated  the  same  day 
as  their  acting  appointments.  Those  who  obtain  second  class  certificates  will  receive 
commissions  dated  six  months  after  the  date  of  their  acting  appointments,  and  those 
who  obtain  third  class  certificates  will  receive  commissions  dated  the  day  after  their 
discharge  from  the  Royal  Naval  College.  The  additional  time  given  for  first  class 
certificates  and  second  class  certificates  will  reckon  in  all  respects  as  time  served 
at  assistant  engineer. 

24.  Two  assistant  engineers  will  be  selected  annually  from  those  who  take  the 
highest  place  at  the  examination  on  the  completion  of  their  course  at  Greenwich,  to 
pass  through  a  further  course  of  scientific  instruction  if  they  desire  it.  These  two  will 
he  allowed  to  remain  two  more  sessions  at  Greenwich,  on  the  completion  of  which 
they  will  be  sent  to  sea  as  assistant  engineers,  and  after  one  year's  service  at  sea 
they  will  be  considered  eligible  to  fill  positions  in  the  dockyards  and  at  the  Admiralty. 

25.  Those  passing  the  second  and  third  sessions  at  Greenwich  will  be  attached 
during  the  vacations  between  the  30th  June  and  1st  October,  to  the  dockyards  or 
steam  reserves,  where  they  will  be  employed  sketching  machinery,  attending  trials  of 
new  and  repaired  engines,  and  gaining  such  professional  information  as  will  be  most 
useful  to  them  for  the  purposes  of  engine  design. 

26.  No  assistant  engineer  who  has  passed  three  sessions  at  Greenwich  will  be 
allowed  to  leave  Her  Majesty's  Service  within  seven  years  of  the  completion  of  his 
term  at  Greenwich,  unless  he  shall  pay  the  sum  of  500/.  to  defray  the  charges  of  his 
education.    Such  resignation  to  be  subject  in  each  case  to  their  Lordships'  approval.

30.  With  a  view  to  prevent  parents  and  guardians  from  incurring  the  incon-

,  81.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  private  examination  is  merely  suggested  as  a 
guide  to  parents  and  guardians,  and  to  lessen  the  chances  of  disappointment,  and 
that  it  is  by  no  means  intended  to  take  the  place  of,  or  to  influence  in  any  way,  the 
regular  official  physical  examination.

1.  Vacancies  for  appointments  as  apprentices  in  Her  Majesty's  dockyards  at  1^  °C^2hJL 
Chatham,  Sheerness,  Portsmouth,  Devonport,  and  Pembroke  are  open  to  public  AAn^StV 
competition.  ^  jvamiraity. 

2.  The  lists  of  candidates  for  these  situations  are  kept  at  the  Admiralty  in  London, 
and  by  the  superintendents  of  the  dockyards  named  in  paragraph  1,  to  whom  all 
applications  must  be  sent  in  before  the  1st  of  March  in  each  year. 

a.  The  candidates  must  not  be  less  than  14  nor  more  than  15  years  of  age  on  the 
first  day  of  the  examination.  Proof  of  age  will  be  required  by  the  production  of  a 
certificate  of  birth.  A  declaration  before  a  magistrate,  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
of  baptism,  will  be  accepted  in  those  cases  only  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  procure 
a  certificate  of  birth.  A  certificate  of  baptism  cannot  be  accepted  under  any  other 
circumstances.  The  superintendent  of  the  dockyard  is  to  take  particular  care  that 
no  boy's  name  is  forwarded  to  the  Admiralty  for  examination  unless  his  age  is  within 
the  prescribed  limits.

General  Regulations  for  the  Government  of   the  Royal  Military 

Academy  at  Woolwich. 

[Issued  with   G.O.  89   of  1875.] 

(Extract) 

Regulations  for  Admission,  jpc. 

1.  Admission  to  the  Royal  Military  Academy  as  cadets  will  be  granted  to  the 
successful  candidates  at  an  open  competitive  examination.  The  examinations  will 
be  conducted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and  will  be  held  twice  a-year, 
namely,  in  December  and  July. 

2.  Notice  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  of  the  day  and  place  of  the  examinations, 
and  of  the  vacancies  to  be  competed  for  at  each  examination. 

8.  The  limits  of  age  will  be  from  16  to  18,  the  candidates  being  required  to  be 
within  those  limits  on  the  1st  day  of  the  January  next  following  for  the  winter 
examination,  and  on  the  1st  of  July  for  the  summer  examination. 

4.  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  December  or  July  examination  must  send  to 
the  Military  Secretary,  not  later  than  the  15  th  October  or  15th  May  respectively,  an 
application  to  be  examined,  accompanied  by  the  following  papers  : — 

(a.)  An  extract  from  the  register  of  his  birth,  or,  in  default,  a  declaration  made  by 
one  of  his  parents  or  guardians  before  a  magistrate,  giving  his  exact  age. 

(6.)  A  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  signed  by  the  tutors  or  heads  of  the 
schools  or  colleges  at  which  he  has  received  his  education  from  his  twelfth 
year  to  the  date  of  application,  or  some  other  satisfactory  proof  of  good 
moral  character. 

5.  When  a  candidate  who  has  once  been  examined  applies  to  be  examined  again, 
he  will  only  be  required  to  forward  a  certificate  as  to  his  moral  character  for  the 
interval  between  the  two  examinations. 

6.  The  number  of  trials  allowed  will  not  exceed  three. 

7.  All  candidates  will  be  inspected  by  a  medical  board;  and  no  candidate  will  be 
allowed  to  proceed  to  examination  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  unless 
certified  by  the  board  to  be  free  from  bodily  defects  or  ailments,  and  in  all  respects, 
as  to  height  and  physical  qualities,  fit  for  Her  Majesty's  service.  Cases  of  exceptional 
shortness  of  stature  will  be  referred  to  the  War  Office  for  special  consideration. 
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8.  A  candidate  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in  the 
following  subjects  :  — 

(1.)  Mathematics,  viz.,  (a)  arithmetic,  and  the  use  of  common  logarithms  ;  (6) 

algebra, including  equations,  progressions,  permutations, and  combinations, 

and  the  binomial  theorem ;  (c)  geometry,  up  to  the  standard  of  the  sixth 

book  of  Euclid  ;  (d)  plane  trigonometry,  including  the  solution  of  triangles. 

(2.)  French,  German,  or  some  otber  modern  language,  the  examination  being 

limited  to  translation  from  the  language,  and  grammatical  questions. 
(3.)  Writing  English  correctly  and  in  a  good  legible  hand,  from  dictation,  and 

English  composition. 
(4.)  The  elements  of  geometrical  drawing  ;  including  the  construction  of  plane 

scales  and  the  use  of  simple  mathematical  instruments. 

(5.)  Geography. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  each  of  the  four  branches  of  mathematics  will  be  required. 

The  Commissioners  may,  however,  if  they  think  fit,  dispense  with  this  preliminary 

examination,  except  as  regards  mathematics,  English  composition,  and  geometrical 

drawing,  in  the  case  of  any  candidate  who  has  satisfied  them  on  a  previous  occasion. 

9.  No  marks  will  be  allotted  for  the  above  preliminary  examination,  excepting  for 
mathematics  (2,000),  for  English  composition  (500),  and  for  geometrical  drawing 
(300). 

10.  The  "  further  examination  "  will  be  proceeded  with  immediately  on  the  con- 
clusion of  the  "  preliminary  examination."  Candidates  who  fail  in  the  preliminary 
examination  will  be  informed  of  their  failure  as  soon  as  possible,  and  they  will  then 
be  released  from  further  attendance.

I.  In  consequence  of  an  increased  demand  for  officers  of  Royal  Artillery  and 
Royal  Engineers  there  will  be,  during  the  next  12  months,  three  admissions  to  and 
three  exits  from  the  Royal  Military  Academy,  instead  of  two. 

II.  There  will  be  three  terms,  as  follows,  viz. : — 

1st  Term.— From  20th  September  to  about  18th  December  1877. 
2nd  Term. — From  about  9th  January  1878  to  9th  April  1878. 
3rd  Term.— From  about  1st  May  1878  to  80th  July  1878. 

III.  Successful  candidates  at  the  usual  winter  and  summer  examinations  will 
enter  the  Academy  in  January  and  September  respectively,  and  an  additional 
examination  will  take  place  early  in  March  1878,  for  admission  to  the  Academy 
in  May. 

rV.  Candidates  for  the  examination  in  March  must  be  within  the  regulated  limits 
of  age  on  the  1st  of  that  month,  and  must  forward  to  the  Military  Secretary,  not 
later  than  the  1 5th  of  January  next,  their  applications  to  be  allowed  to  compete, 
accompanied  by  the  papers  required  by  paragraph  5  of  the  Regulations  issued  with 
G.O.  89  of  1876. 

V.  The  contributions  of  the  gentlemen  cadets  for  the  year  commencing  20th 
September  1877  will  be  divided  into  three  equal  portions  instead  of  two,  payable  in 
advance  at  the  commencement  of  each  term. 

VI.  There  will  also  be  during  the  next  twelve  months  three  instead  of  two  admis- 
sions of  young  officers  to  the  School  of  Artillery  Studies  at  Woolwich,  and  to  the 
School  of  Military  Engineering  at  Chatham.

1 .   General  Instructions, 
8.  Admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College  as  cadets  will  be  granted — 
(a.)  To  a  successful  candidate  at  a  competitive  examination  in  general  subjects 

to  be  held  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  issued  from  time  to  time. 
(6.)  To  a  graduate  in  Arts  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Durham, 
London,  Dublin,  Edinburgh,  St.  Andrew's,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  and  the 
Queen's  University,  Ireland,  or  to  a  student  who  has  passed  "Moderations'1 
at  Oxford,  the  "  Previous  Examination  "  at  Cambridge,  the  *«  Final  Exa- 
mination of  the  Senior  Freshman  year"  at  Dublin,  "  the  First  Tear's 
Examination"  at  Durham, "  the  first  University  Examination  in  Arts  or  in 
Engineering"  at  Queen's  University,  Ireland,  the  "  Examination  for  Can- 
didates for  the  Army  "  at  Scotch  Universities,  and  the  "  First  Examina- 
tion" for  the  degrees  of  B.A.,  LL.B.,  B.Sa,  or  M.B.,  at  London  Uni- 
versfty';  subject  in  each  case  to  the  competitive  examination  prescribed 
by  paragraph  22. 
(c.)  To  cadets  styled  "  Queen's  Cadets  " ; "  Honorary  Queen's  Cadets  " ;  "  Indian 
Cadets  "  ;  and  to  Pages  of  Honour. 
4.  The  number  of  cadets  admitted  to  the  College  will  vary  according  to  the 
requirements  of  the  service. 
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5.  The  dates  of  admission  will  be  the  10th  February  and  1st  September  in  each 
year. 

6.  The  examinations  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Boyal  Military  College  as 
cadets  will  be  conducted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and  will  take  place 
twice  a-year,  in  the  months  of  December  and  July. 

7.  Notice  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  of  the  day  and  place  of  the  examina- 
tions, and  of  the  number  of  vacancies  open  to  competition  at  each  periodical 
examination. 

8.  The  number  of  trials  allowed  will  not  exceed  two  in  the  case  of  University 
candidates,  and  three  in  that  of  other  candidates. 

9.  All  candidates  will  be  inspected  by  a  medical  board ;  and  no  candidate  will  be 
considered  eligible  for  a  commission  unless  certified  by  the  board  to  be  free  from 
any  bodily  defects  or  ailments,  and  in  all  respects,  as  to  height  and  physical  qualities, 
fit  for  Her  Majesty's  service.  Cases  of  exceptional  shortness  of  stature  will  be 
referred  to  the  War  Office  for  special  consideration. 

10.  The  limits  of  age  for  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College 
by  competition,  for  Queen's  cadets,  Queen's  honorary  cadets,  Indian  cadets,  and 
pages  of  honour,  will  be  from  17  to  20 ;  for  students  of  the  Universities  who  shall 
have  passed  the  interim  examination  as  specified  in  paragraph  3  (6),  from  17  to  21 ; 
and  for  graduates  of  the  Universities  who  shall  have  passed  the  examination  for  the 
degree  of  B.A.  or  M.A.,  from  17  to  22. 

11.  Competitors  who  desire  to  obtain  commissions  in  WeBt  India  regiments  may 
be  admitted  up  to  the  age  of  24.  This  extension  of  the  limit  of  age  will  not  apply 
to  University  candidates. 

12.  Candidates  must  be  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  age  on  the  following

18.  A  candidate  for  admission  by  competition  at  the  December  or  July  examina- 
nation,  must  send  to  the  Military  Secretary,  not  later  than  the  15th  October  or 
15th  May  respectively,  an  application  to  be  examined,  accompanied  by  the  following 
papers:— 

(a.)  An  extract  from  the  register  of  his  birth ;  or,  in  default,  a  declaration 
made  by  one  of  his  parents  or  guardians  before  a  magistrate,  giving 
his  exact  age.

16.  No  marks  will  be  allotted  for  the  above  preliminary  examination,  excepting 
for  geometrical  drawing,  the  maximum  number  for  which  will  be  800.  The  prelimi- 
nary examination  will  be  dispensed  with  in  the  case  of  candidates  who  have  passed  it 
at  previous  examinations,  but  they  may  again  take  up  geometrical  drawing  if  they 
wish  to  obtain  marks  in  that  subject. 

17.  The  "further  examination"  will  be  proceeded  with  immediately  on  the  con- 
clusion of  the  "  preliminary  examination."  Candidates  who  fail  in  the  preliminary 
examination  will  be  informed  of  their  failure  as  soon  as  possible,  and  they  will  then 
be  released  from  further  attendance.

19.  In  order  to  secure  a  proper  proficiency  in  all  the  subjects  taken  up  by  a  can- 
didate, a  certain  number  will  be  deducted  from  the  marks  gained  by  the  candidate  in 
each  subject. 

20.  The  following  will  be  the  mode  of  selecting  the  successful  candidates  at  the 
open  competitive  examination.  After  the  proper  deduction  (in  accordance  with 
paragraph  19)  has  been  made  from  the  number  of  marks  gained  by  each  candidate 
in  the  several  subjects  in  which  he  has  been  examined,  the  remainders  will  be 
summed  up,  and  the  marks  gained  by  the  candidate,  in  geometrical  drawing,  at  the 
preliminary  examination,  will  be  added  thereto.  The  resulting  total  will  determine 
the  place  of  the  candidate  in  the  competitive  list ;  the  successful  candidates  being 
those  who  stand  at  the  head  of  the  list  up  to  the  number  of  cadetships  competed 
for. 

8.  Examination  of  University  Candida te$. 

21.  A  graduate  or  student  of  one  of  the  Universities  specified  in  paragraph  3, 
who,  having  obtained  his  University  qualification  while  within  the  maximum  limit  of 
age  specified  in  paragraph  10,  is  desirous  of  becoming  a  candidate  for  a  codetship  at 
the  Royal  Military  College,  must  send  an  application  to  the  Military  Secretary  in  the 
month  of  May  or  October,  with  a  view  to  his  appointment  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  22 ;  but  no  such  application  can  be  admitted  before  the  candidate  has 
actually  attained  the  age  of  17,  nor  later  than  the  31st  of  May  or  31st  October  next 
following  the  date  of  his  attaining  the  maximum  limits  of  age  prescribed  for 
graduates  and  students,  respectively,  in  paragraph  10.  The  application  must  be 
accompanied  by  papers  (a)  and  (6),  described  in  paragraph  13,  and  by  a  certificate 
from  the  proper  authority  that  he  has  taken  his  degree  in  Arts,  or  has  passed  the 
University  examination  specified  in  paragraph  3  (6). 

22.  Notice  will  be  given,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  number  of  cadetships  which 
will  be  allotted  half-yearly  to  University  candidates.  In  case  there  should  be  more 
candidates  than  vacancies,  the  required  number  will  be  selected  by  competition 
among  the  said  candidates  at  the  ensuing  July  or  December  examination,  but  with- 
out a  preliminary  examination,  except  in  geometrical  drawing,  which  is  obligator}', 
University  candidates  who  may  have  been  unsuccessful  at  their  first  examination, 
will  be  allowed  a  second  opportunity  of  competing,  provided  that  "  students  "  shall 
not  have  exceeded  their  twenty-second  year,  and  that  "  graduates"  shall  not  hare 
exceeded  their  twenty-third  year,  at  the  time  of  such  second  examination.  These 
limits  of  age  will  be  ruled  by  the  1st  July  for  the  summer,  and  by  the  1st  January 
for  the  winter,  examinations. 

4. — Examination  of  Queen1  $  and  Indian  Cadet*  and  Pages  of  Honour. 

23.  Queen's  cadets  are  sons  of  officers  of  the  army,  Royal  Navy,  and  Royal 
Marines,  who  have  fallen  in  action,  or  died  of  wounds  received  in  action,  or  of 
disease  contracted  on  service  abroad,  and  who  have  left  their  families  in  reduced 
circumstances.  They  are  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief  or  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty. 

24.  Honorary  Queen's  cadets  are  sons  of  officers  of  the  army,  Royal  Navy,  and 
Royal  Marines  who  were  killed  in  action  or  who  had  died  of  wounds  received  in 

•  Subjects  (a)  and  (6)  are  alternative ;  a  candidate  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  up  both. 
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action  within  six  months  of  such  wounds  haying  been  received,  or  of  illness  brought 
on  by  fatigue,  privation,  or  exposure  incident  to  active  operation*  in  the  field  before 
an  enemy,  within  six  months  after  their  having  been  first  certified  to  be  ill.  {See 
Article  5  of  the  Royal  Warrant  of  27th  November  1873,  clause  151,  Army 
Circulars  1873.) 

25.  Applications  for  Queen's  cadetships  and  honorary  Queen's  cadetships  should 
be  addressed  to  the  Military  Secretary,  if  the  candidate  is  the  son  of  an  officer  of  the 
army,  or  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  if  the  candidate  is  the  son  of  an  officer 
of  the  Royal  Navy  or  Royal  Marines. 

26.  Indian  cadets  are  the  sons  of  persons  who  have  served  in  India  in  the  military 
or  civil  service  of  Her  Majesty,  or  of  the  East  India  Company,  and  are  nominated 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  21  and  22 
Vict.  c.  106,  and  23  and  24  Vict,  c.  100.  Applications  for  Indian  cadetships  should 
be  addressed  to  the  Military  Secretary,  India  Office. 

27.  A  Queen's  cadet,  honorary  Queen's  cadet,  Indian  cadet,  or  page  of  honour, 
when  ready  for  examination,  will  apply  in  the  manner  directed  by  paragraph  13  or 
14. 

28.  Queen's  cadets,  honorary  Queen's  cadets,  Indian  cadets,  and  pages  of  honour, 
before  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College,  will  be  required  to  pass  a  qualifying 
entrance  examination  only,  i.e.,  after  having  passed  the  preliminary  examination 
under  paragraph  15,  they  must  obtain  under  paragraphs  18  and  1 9  such  anjiggregate  of 
marks  as  may  indicate  in  the  judgment  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  a  com- 
petent amount  of  general  proficiency. 

29.  A  Queen's  cadet,  honorary  Queen's  cadet,  Indian  cadet,  or  page  of  honour, 
who  can  produce  a  University  certificate,  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  3  (6),  will  be 
exempted  from  the  qualifying  entrance  examination  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraph. 


Regulations  respecting  the  Examination  of  Lied  tenants  of  Militia  recom- 
mended for  Commissions  in  the  regular  Army. 

[Issued  with  G.  O.  8  of  1677.] 

(  These  Begulations  will  not  apply  after  the  end  of  1878.) 

1.  Notice  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  to  officers  commanding  Militia  regiments 
whenever  they  will  be  permitted  to  recommend  a  lieutenant  for  a  commission  as 
2nd  lieutenant  in  the  army. 

2.  A  lieutenant  of  Militia  so  recommended  must  not  be  less  than  19,  nor  more 
than  22  years  of  age  on  the  1st  of  May  of  the  year  in  which  he  is  nominated  (except 
officers  who  entered  the  Militia  between  16th  February  and  1st  November  1871 
inclusive,  who  are  eligible  up  to  the  age  of  23),  and  before  he  can  be  granted  a  com- 
mission in  the  army,  ne  will  be  required  :  — 

(a.)  To  have  served  two  annual  trainings  with  his  Militia  regiment. 
(6.)  To  pass  the  qualifying  examination  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
described  in  paragraph  9,  or  to  produce  a  University  certificate  as  pre- 
scribed in  paragraph  12. 
(c.)  To  produce  a  certificate  from  a  Board  of  Examination  that  he  is  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  following  subjects  : — * 

The  first  two  parts  of  the  "  Field  Exercises  of  the  Infantry  "  and  the 

command  of  a  company  in  battalion. 
Rifle  drill  and  practice,  and  the  theoretical  principles  of  musketry,  as 

defined  in  the  authorised  book  of  instructions. 
The  duties  of  regimental  orderly  officers,  of  officers  commanding  Guards, 
and  of  subaltern  officers  of  Guards  under  officers  of  superior  rank ; 
and  the  mode  of  marching  reliefs  and  posting  sentries. 
Those  parts  of  the  Queen's  Regulations  and  Orders  for  the  Army  which 
relate  to  the  duties  and  conduct  of  a  subaltern  officer ;  and  the  Mutiny 
Act  and  Articles  of  War,  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  a  member  of  a  court-martial. 
The  Regulations  for  the  Army  in  regard  to  the  pay  and  messing  of  the 
troops,  the  supply  of  clothing  and  necessaries,  and  all  details  regarding 
the  mode  of  carrying  the  various  articles  of  the  soldier's  kit,  arms, 
accoutrements,  and  ammunition.

{These  Regulations  come  into  force  on  1st  January  1879.) 
Commissions  in  the  Army. 
(Reprinted  from  the  Auxiliary  and  Reserve  Forces  Circulars,  dated  July  1877.) 
1.  On  and  after  the  1st  January  1879,  the  present  system  of  permitting  officers 
commanding  militia  regiments  to  nominate  lieutenants  of  their  regiments  for  commis- 
sions in  the  army  will  be  discontinued,  and  any  subaltern  officer  of  a  militia  regiment 
who  may  wish  to  become  a  candidate  for  an  army  commission  will,  subject  to  the 
conditions  prescribed  in  paragraphs  3  and  4,  be  allowed  to  compete  for  a  commission 
in  an  examination  in  military  subjects.    These  competitive  examinations  will  be  held 
twice  a  year,  and  candidates  will  not  be  allowed  more  than  three  trials,  which  trials 
must  take  place  at  consecutive  examinations. 

3.  The  number  of  army  commissions  to  be  granted  to  the  militia  will  be  annually 
notified. 

3.  The  application  of  a  militia  subaltern  to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  the 
army  will  be  submitted  through  the  officer  commanding  his  regiment,  who  will  state 
whether  he  can  recommend  the  officer  as  a  fit  and  proper  person  for  a  commission  in 
the  army ;  and  in  forwarding  the  same,  the  officer  commanding  the  sub-district  and 
the  general  officer  commanding  the  district  will  state  their  opinion  of  the  candidate. 
In  the  event  of  the  officer  commanding  the  regiment  being  unable  to  recommend  the 
candidate,  the  special  reasons  will  be  stated. 

4.  An  officer  who  is  recommended  as  a  candidate  will  be  required — 

(a.)  To  be  within  the  ages  of  19  and  22  on  the  1st  of  January  or  1st  July 
immediately  preceding  the  competitive  military  examination,  which  he  is 
permitted  to  attend. 
(6.)  To  have  served  two  annual  trainings. 

(c.)  To  have  passed  the  examination  before  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
described  in  appendix  (A),  or  to  produce  an  University  certificate,  as  pre- 
scribed in  appendix  (B). 

5.  The  examination  before  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  referred  to  in  para- 
graph 4  (c),  will  be  held  twice  a  year,  viz.,  in  the  month  of  April  and  October. 

6.  Further  instructions  will  be  hereafter  given  in  regard  to  the  subjects  of  the 
competitive  military  examination  referred  to  in  paragraph  1,  and  the  times  and 
places  for  holding  such  examination.

Admiralty  Circular  respecting  Examinations  for  First  Appointments 
to  the  Royal  Marines.

First  Appointments  to  Boyal  Marine  Artillery. 

Regulations  for  Admission,  (re. 

1.  Admission  to  the  Boyal  Marine  Artillery,  as  probationary  lieutenants,  will  be 
offered  to  the  successful  candidates  in  order  of  merit  (according  to  the  number  of 
vacancies)  at  the  open  competitive  examination  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military 
Academy  at  Woolwich.  The  examinations  will  be  conducted  by  the  Civil  Sen-ice 
Commissioners,  and  will  be  held  twice  a  year,  namely  in  July  and  December. 

Candidates  who  have  received  permission  from  the  Horse  Guards  to  attend  the 
examination,  and  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  an  appointment  in  the  Boyal  Marine 
Artillery,  should  send  in  their  names  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  to  whom  all 
inquiries  on  the  subject  should  be  addressed. 


*  Subjects  (a)  and  (6)  are  alternative ;  a  candidate  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  up  both. 
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2.  The  limits  of  age  win  be  from  1 6  to  18,  the  candidates  being  required  to  be  within 
those  limits  on  the  1st  day  of  the  January  next  following  for  the  winter  examination, 
and  on  the  1st  of  July  for  the  summer  examination.  They  must  be  5  ft.  5  in.  in 
height. 

3.  The  successful  candidates  will  be  appointed  lieutenants  on  probation.  They 
will  proceed  to  the  Royal  Naval  College,  Greenwich,  on  the  1st  October,  and 
after  the  Easter  vacation. 

4.  Two  examinations  of  probationary  lieutenants  will  be  held  in  each  year  at  the 
Royal  Naval  College,  Greenwich.  Those  that  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  first  session  after  entry,  will  remain  at  the  College  for  another  session,  at 
the  end  of  which  they  will  be  again  examined,  and,  if  they  pass  satisfactorily,  will 
receive  commissions  in  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery,  in  order  of  merit,  bearing  date 
from  the  time  they  received  their  probationary  appointments. 

5.  Probationary  lieutenants  who  do  not  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  first  session  after  entry,  will  be  finally  excluded  from  the  Royal  Marines. 
Those  who,  after  passing  the  first  examination,  finally  fail  to  qualify  for  the  Royal 
Marine  Artillery,  may  receive  commissions  in  the  Royal  Marine  Light  Infantry, 
bearing  the  same  date  as  the  infantry  officers  who  passed  the  army  examinations  at 
the  same  time,  but  be  posted  below  them. 

6.  Artillery  officers  will  be  posted  on  the  list  of  their  corps  in  the  order  in  which 
they  pass  their  final  examination  at  Greenwich. 

7.  Officers  of  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery  on  probation,  will  receive  5s.  3d.  a-day. 
Those  who  are  permitted  to  remain  after  the  first  session  will  be  allowed  Is.  Sd. 
a-day  mess  allowance,  until  the  expiration  of  their  period  of  study  at  Greenwich. 

8.  Officers,  on  passing  out,  will  be  attached  to  H.M.S.  "  Excellent,"  for  a  course  of 
gunnery  and  torpedo  instruction ;  on  the  conclusion  of  which  they  will  join  head- 
quarters, and  be  instructed  in  their  drill  and  military  duties  for  service  ashore  and 
afloat. 

9.  Each  successful  candidate  at  the  examination  for  entry,  must  deposit  the  sum  of 
80/.  with  the  Accountant-General  of  the  Navy,  before  he  can  be  appointed  lieutenant 
on  probation  for  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery,  to  provide  for  his  equipment  at  the 
Royal  Naval  College,  and  on  joining  his  division. 

10.  The  uniform  for  officers  on  probation  will  be  blue  patrol  jacket,  blue  working 
jacket,  blue  mess  jacket,  and  scarlet  waistcoat,  undress  trowsers,  sword,  sword  belt, 
and  forage  cap. 

First  Appointments  to  Royal  Marine  Light  Infantry. 
Regulations  for  Admission,  $c. 

1.  Admission  to  the  Royal  Marine  Light  Infantry  will  be  offered  to  the  successful 
candidates,  in  order  of  merit  (according  to  the  number  of  vacancies),  at  the  open 
competitive  examinations  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College  at  Sandhurst. 

The  examinations  will  be  conducted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and  will 
take  place  twice  a  year,  in  the  months  of  July  and  December.

Regulations  for  thk  Open  Competition  of  Easter  1878. 
N.B. —  The  Regulations  are  applicable  to  this  Examination  only. 

1.  On  April  ftth,  1878,  and  following  days,  an  examination  of  Candidates 
will  be  held  in  London.  At  this  examination  not  fewer  than  Candidates 
will  be  selected,  if  so  many  shall  be  found  duly  qualified.  Of  these,  will  be 
selected  for  the  Presidency  of  Bengal,  [  for  the  Upper  Provinces,  and  for  the 
Lower  Provinces,]  for  that  of  Madras,  and  for  that  of  Bombay* — Notice  will 
hereafter  be  given  of  the  days  and  place  of  examination. 

2.  Any  person  desirous  of  competing  at  this  examination  must  produce  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners,  before  the  1st  of  February  1876,  evidence  showing: — 

(a)  That  he  is  a  natural-born  subject  of  Her  Majesty. 

(6)  That  his  age,  on  the  1st  March  1878,  will  be  above  17  years  and  under 
21  years.

8.  The  marks  obtained  by  each  candidate,  in  respect  of  each  of  the  subjects  in 
which  he  shall  hare  been  examined,  will  be  added  up,  and  the  names  of  the 
candidates  who  shall  hare  obtained  a  greater  aggregate  number  of  marks  than  any  of 
the  remaining  candidates  will  be  set  forth  in  order  of  merit,  and  such  candidates  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  selected  candidates  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India,  provided  they 
appear  to  be  in  other  respects  duly  qualified.

plane  trigonometry,  including  the  solution  of  triangles. 

(2.)  French,  German,  or  some  other  modern  language,  the  exami- 
nation being  limited  to  translation  from  the  language  and 
grammatical  questions. 

(3.)  Writing  English  correctly  and  in  a  good  legible  hand,  from 
dictation,  and  English  composition. 

(4.)  The  elements  of  geometrical  drawing  ;  including  the  construction 
of  plane  scales  and  the  use  of  simple  mathematical  instruments. 

(5.)  Geography. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  each  of  the  four  branches  of  mathematics 
will  be  required. 

The  Commissioners  may,  however,  if  they  think  fit,  dispense  with 
this  preliminary  examination,  except  as  regards  mathematics,  English 
composition,  and  geometrical  drawing,  in  the  case  of  any  candidate  who 
has  satisfied  them  on  a  previous  occasion. 

10.  No  marks  will  be  allotted  for  the  above  preliminary  examination, 
excepting  for  mathematics  (2,000),  for  English  composition  (500),  and 
for  geometrical  drawing  (300).

1.  Admission  to  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery  as  probationary  lieu- 
tenants will  be  offered  to  the  successful  candidates  in  order  of  merit 
(according  to  the  number  of  vacancies)  at  the  open  competitive  exami- 
nation for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  Academy  at  Woolwich.  The 
examinations  will  be  conducted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners, 
and  will  be  held  twice  a  year,  namely,  in  July  and  December. 

Candidates  who  have  received  permission  from  the  Horse  Guards  to 
attend  the  examination,  and  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  an  appoint- 
ment in  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery,  should  send  in  their  names  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  to  whom  all  inquiries  on  the  subject  should 
be  addressed. 

2.  The  limits  of  age  will  be  from  16  to  18,  the  candidates  being 
required  to  be  within  those  limits  on  the  1st  day  of  the  January  next 
following  for  the  winter  examination,  and  on  the  1st  of  July  tor  the 
summer  examination.     They  must  be  5  ft.  5  in.  in  height. 

3.  The  successful  candidates  will  be  appointed  lieutenants  on  pro- 
bation. They  will  proceed  to  the  Royal  Naval  College,  Greenwich,  on 
the  1st  October,  and  after  the  Easter  vacation.

19.  In  order  to  secure  a  proper  proficiency  in  all  the  subjects  taken 
up  by  a  candidate,  a  certain  number  will  be  deducted  from  the  marks 
gained  by  the  candidate  in  each  subject. 

20.  The  following  will  be  the  mode  of  selecting  the  successful 
candidates  at  the  open  competitive  examination.  After  the  proper 
deduction  (in  accordance  with  paragraph  19)  has  been  made  from  the 
number  of  marks  gained  by  each  candidate  in  the  several  subjects  in 
which  he  has  been  examined,  the  remainders  will  be  summed  up,  and 
the  marks  gained  by  the  candidate,  in  geometrical  drawing,  at  the 
preliminary  examination  will  be  added  thereto.  The  resulting  total 
will  determine  the  place  of  the  candidate  in  the  competitive  list ;  the 
successful  candidates  being  those  who  stand  at  the  head  of  the  list  np 
to  the  number  of  cadetships  competed  for.

21.  A  graduate  or  student  of  one  of  the  universities  specified  in 
paragraph  3  who,  having  obtained  his  university  qualification  while 
within  the  maximum  limit  of  age  specified  in  paragraph  10,  is  desirous 
of  becoming  a  candidate  for  a  cadetship  at  the  Royal  Military  College, 
must  send  an  application  to  the  military  secretary  in  the  month  of  May 
or  October,  with  a  view  to  his  appointment  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  22;  but  no  such  application  can  be  admitted  before  the 
candidate  has  actually  attained  the  age  of  17,  nor  later  than  the  81st 
of  May  or  31st  October  next  following  the  date  of  his  attaining  the 
maximum  limits  of  age  prescribed  for  graduates  and  students  re- 
spectively in  paragraph  10.  The  application  must  be  accom pained  by 
papers  (a)  and  (b)  described  in  paragraph  13,  and  by  a  certificate  from  ' 
the  proper  authority  thnt  he  has  taken  his  degree  in  Arts,  or  has  passed 
the  university  examination  specified  in  paragraph  3  (b). 

22.  Notice  will  be  given,  from  time  to  time  of  the  number  of  cadet- 
ships  which  will  be  allotted  half-yearly  to  university  candidates.  In 
case  there  should  be  more  candidates  than  vacancies,  the  required 
number  will  be  selected  by  competition  among  the  said  candidates  at 
the  ensuing  July  or  December  examination,  but  without  a  preliminary 
examination,  except  in  geometrical  .  drawing,  which  is  obligatory. 
University  candidates  who  may  have  been  unsuccessful  at  their  first 
examination  will  be  allowed  a  second  opportunity  of  competing, 
provided  that  "  students  "  shall  not  have  exceeded  their  twenty-second 
year,  and  that  "  graduates  "  shall  not  have  exceeded  their  twenty-third 
year,  at  the  time  of  such  second  examination.  These  limits  of  age  will 
be  ruled  by  the  1st  July  for  the  summer  and  by  the  1st  January  for  the 
winter  examinations. 

4.  Examination  of  Queen's  and  Indian  Cadets  and  Pages  of  Honour* 

23.  Queen's  cadets  are  sons  of  officers  of  the  Army,  Royal  Navy,  and 
Royal  Marines,  who  have  fallen  in  action,  or  died  of  wounds  received  in 
action,  or  of  disease  contracted  on  service  abroad,  and  who  have  left 
their  families  in  reduced  circumstances.  They  are  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
or  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty. 

24.  Honorary  Queen's  cadets  are  sons  of  officers  of  the  Army,  Royal 
Navy,  and  Royal  Marines  who  were  killed  in  action  or  who  had  died  of 
wounds  received  in  action  within  six  months  of  such  wounds  having 
been  received,  or  of  illness  brought  on  by  fatigue,  privation,  or  exposure 
incident  to  active  operations  in  the  field  before  an  enemy,  within  six 
months  after  their  having  been  first  certified  to  be  ill  (See  Article  5 
of  the  Royal  Warrant  of  27th  November  1873,  clause  151,  Army  Cir- 
culars, 1873.) 

25.  Applications  for  Queen's  cadetships  and  honorary  Queen's  cadet- 
ships  should  be  addressed  to  the  Military  Secretary,  if  the  candidate  is 
the  son  of  an  officer  of  the  Army,  or  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty, 
if  the  candidate  is  the  son  of  an  officer  of  the  Royal  Navy  or  Royal 
Marines. 

26.  Indian  cadets  are  the  sons  of  persons  who  have  served  in  India 
in  the  military  or  civil  service  of  Her  Majesty,  or  of  the  East  India 
Company,  and  are  nominated  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in 
Council,  under  the  provisions  of  21  and  22  Vict.  c.  106,  and  23  and 
24  Vict  c  100.  Applications  for  Indian  cadetships  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Military  Secretary,  India  Office.

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27.  Queen's  cadet,  honorary  Queen's  cadet,  Indian  cadet,  or  page  of 
honour,  when  ready  for  examination,  will  apply  in  the  manner  directed 
by  paragraph  13  or  14. 

28.  Queen's  cadets,  honorary  Queen's  cadets,  Indian  cadets,  and 
pages  of  honour,  before  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College,  will 
be  required  to  pass  a  qualifying  entrance  examination  only — t.e.,  after 
having  passed  the  preliminary  examination  under  paragraph  15,  they 
must  obtain  under  paragraphs  18  and  19  such  an  aggregate  of  marks  as 
may  indicate  in  the  judgment  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  a  com- 
petent amount  of  general  proficiency. 

29.  A  Queen's  cadet,  honorary  Queen's  cadet,  Indian  cadet,  or  page 
of  honour,  who  can  produce  a  University  certificate,  as  prescribed  in 
paragraph  3  (b),  will  be  exempted  from  the  qualifying  entrance  exami- 
nation described  in.  the  preceding  paragraph.

(Extract  from  the  Regulations  in  accordance  with  which  this  Exami- 
nation was  conducted.) 

J .  Notice  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  to  officers  commanding 
militia  regiments  whenever  they  will  be  permitted  to  recommend  a 
lieutenant  for  a  commission  as  second  lieutenant  in  the  army. 

2.  A  lieutenant  of  militia  so  recommended  must  not  be  less  than  19, 
nor  more  than  22  years  Of  age  on  the  1st  of  May  of  the  year  in  which 
he  is  nominated  (except  officers  who  entered  the  militia  between  16th 
February  and  let  November  1871  inclusive,  who  are  eligible  up  to  the 
age  of  23). 

3.  A  militia  candidate  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  in  the  following  subjects  : — 

(1.)  Mathematics,  viz.,  (a)  arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal 
fractions,  proportion,  and  simple  interest;  (b)  geometry,  not 
beyond  the  standard  of  the  first  book  of  Euclid. 

(2.)  French,  German,  or  some  other  modern  language  ;  the  exami- 
nation being  limited  to  a  translation  from  the  language,  and 
grammatical  questions. 

(3.)  Writing  English  correctly,  and  in  a  good  legible  hand,  from  dic- 
tation. 

(4.)  The  elements  of  geometrical  drawing  ;  including  the  construc- 
tion of  scales,  and  the  use  of  simple  mathematical  instruments. 

(5.)  Geography. 

4.  All  the  subjects  of  the  above  preliminary  examination  are  obligatory, 
but  no  marks  will  be  allotted  excepting  for  geometrical  drawing,  the 
maximum  number  for  which  will  be  300. 

5.  The  preliminary  examination  will  be  dispensed  with  in  all  subjects 
except  geometrical  drawing  in  the  case  of  candidates  who  have  passed 
it  at  previous  examinations. 

6.  The  "  further  examination  "  will  be  proceeded  with  immediately 
on  the  conclusion  of  the  "  preliminary  examination."  Candidates  who 
fail  in  the  preliminary  examination  will  be  informed  of  their  failure  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  they  will  then  be  released  from  further  attendance. 
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7.  The  subjects  of  the  farther  examination,  and  the  maximum  number  Lieutenants 
of  marks  obtainable  for  each  subject,  will  be  as  follows  : —  of  Militia.

1.  General  Instructions. 

3.  Admission  to  the  Royal  Military  College  as  cadets  will  be  granted,— 

(a.)  To  a  successful  candidate  at  a  competitive  examination  in  general 
subjects  to  be  held  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  issued 
from  time  to  time. 

(b.)  To  a  graduate  in  arts  at  the  universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge, 
Durham,  London,  Dublin,  Edinburgh,  St.  Andrew's,  Glasgow, 
Aberdeen,  and  the  Queen's  University,  Ireland,  or  to  a  student: 
who  has  passed  "  moderations  "  at  Oxford,  the  "  previous  ex- 
amination" at  Cambridge,  the  "final  examination  of  the 
senior  freshman  year  "  at  Dublin,  "  the  first  year's  examina- 
tion "  at  Durham,  "  the  first  university  examination  in  Arts  or 
in  engineering  "  at  Queen's  University,  Ireland,  the  "  examina- 
tion for  candidates  for  the  army  "  at  Scotch  universities,  and 
the  "first  examination"  for  the  degrees  of  B.A.,  LLJJ.

9.  All  candidates  will  be  inspected  by  a  medical  board ;  and  no 
candidate  will  be  considered  eligible  for  a  commission  unless  certified  by 
the  board  to  be  free  from  any  bodily  defects  or  ailments,  and  in  all  re- 
spects, as  to  height  and  physical  qualities,  fit  for  Her  Majesty's  Service.

General  Instructions  respecting  the  Periodical  Exami- 
nations of  the  Candidates  selected  in  1877. 

May  1877. 
It  is  necessary  that  the  selected  candidates  should  at  once  commence 
their  special  preparation.  They  will  remember  that  they  have  been 
selected  on  the  ground  of  superior  proficiency  in  subjects  which  (with, 
perhaps,  the  exception  of  Arabic  and  Sanskrit)  are  included  within  the 
ordinary  range  of  English  education.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
believe  that  no  better  presumptive  evidence  of  fitness  can  be  obtained  ; 
but  it  must  rest  with  the  candidates  themselves  to  give  more  conclusive 
evidence,  by  showing  aptitude  in  acquiring  the  special  knowledge  neces- 
sary for  them  in  the  positions  which  they  hope  to  gain.  They  will  be 
expected  and  required  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  pursuit  of  this 
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special  knowledge.    They  must  bear  in  mind  that  at  the  several  exami-  Candidates  of 
nations  which  they  have  to  pass,  the  requirements  of  universities  or  J**7*  * 
colleges  will  not  be  regarded  as  affording  any  excuse  for  imperfect  fcSj^gn- 
preparation  ;  and  further,  that  any  one  who  should  accept  the  position 
of  a  selected  candidate  without  the  intention  of  using  all  diligence 
to  qualify  himself  for  the  service,  would  be  acting  unfairly  alike  to 
the  Government  of  India  and  to  the  candidate  who  might  have  been 
selected  in  his  place. 

The  regulations  relating  to  the  periodical  examinations  to  be  under- 
gone during  the  period  of  probation  have  already  been  communicated  to 
every  candidate.  That  there  may  be  no  misapprehension  on  the  subject, 
a  second  copy  of  those  regulations  is  herewith  enclosed.  After  each 
examination,  the  half-yearly  allowance*  will  be  paid  to  those  candidates 
who  shall  have  passed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners.  Deduc- 
tions may  be  made  from  this  allowance  in  the  case  of  candidates  whose 
examination  is  unsatisfactory,  in  proportion  to  the  degree  of  their  defi- 
ciency.    After  each  examination  prises  will  be  awarded. 

The  following  instructions  will  suffice  to  indicate  generally  the  course 
of  study  to  be  pursued  in  the  several  subjects,  but  special  instructions 
with  reference  to  the  preparation  required  for  each  of  the  periodical 
examinations  will  be  given  at  the  proper  time. 

I. — Languages. 

Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  pass  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commissioners  in  the  language  prescribed  for  his  presidency,  viz^ 
for, — 

Bengal Hindustani.

Bombay  ......    Hindustani. 

The  final  test  of  qualification  in  each  of  these  languages  will  be  as 
nearly  as  possible  that  which  was  formerly  imposed  on  civil  servants  in

2.  (A.)  Proceedings  in  English  Courts  of  Justice. — Every  candidate 
is  required  to  Bend  in,  at  such  times  as  may  be  named  in  the  special 
instructions,  reports  of  a  specified  number  of  cases  heard  by  himself 
in  courts  of  justice,9  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  set  forth  below. 
Should,  however,  the  set  of  reports  sent  in  by  a  candidate  in  any  half 
year  fall  below  a  reasonable  standard,  either  in  the  choice  of  subject- 
matter  or  in  the  manner  of  treating  it,  or  should  the  viva  voce  examina- 
tion show  that  no  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  meaning  and  conduct  of 
the  proceedings  reported  has  been  gained,  the  candidate  may  be  re- 
quired to  attend  and  report  a  further  number  of  cases  from  such  courts 
as  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  may  prescribe. 

The  object  aimed  at  in  this  course  of  reporting  is,  that  the  candidate 
should  acquire  clear  ideas  as  to  tbe  conduct  of  a  judicial  inquiry  into 
such  facts  as  form  the  ordinary  staple  of  business  in  the  civil  and 
criminal  courts  of  this  country,  and  some  familiarity  with  the  principles 
on  which  the  rules  of  evidence  and  procedure  enforced  in  those  courts 
are  founded.  Candidates  will,  therefore,  do  well  to  avoid  (for  the 
first  year  at  least)  cases  involving  abstruse  legal  questions  or  difficult 
technicalities. 

Candidates  are  advised,  before  commencing  their  attendance  in  court, 
to  read  either  in  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  or  in  some  other  elemen- 
tary work,  an  account  of  the  proceedings  in  a  civil  action  and  a  criminal 
trial ;  and  they  are  required  to  attend  to  the  following  points  in  the 
preparation,  &c.  of  the  reports : — 

(a.)  Each  report  should  contain  the  title  of  the  court,  the  names  of 
the  judge  and  the  parties,  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  the 
•matter  of  the  charge,  cause  of  action,  &c.  The  reports  should 
state,  fully  and  methodically,  the  substance  of  the  evidence 
given  (reporting  it  in  the  first  person,  and  marking  whether 
it  was  elicited  in  chief,  cross,  or  re-exam  in  at  iou)—  the  objec- 
tions made  to  evidence,  whether  oral  or  documentary — the 
points,  if  any,  on  which  a  conflict  of  evidence  has  arisen — the 
arguments  of  counsel — the  view  taken  by  the  judge — and  the 
ultimate  result ;  besides  noting  the  course  of  procedure,  and 
any  other  details  which  may  appear  worthy  of  observation.

In  addition  to  the  more  extended  report,  a  very  short  analytical 
statement  of  each  case  is  to  be  given,  showing,  in  criminal 
cases,  the  facts  necessary  to  constitute  the  offence  charged,  and 
in  civil  cases,  the  exact  points  in  issue,  with  the  bearing  of  the 
evidence  upon  them.     In  working  out  this  summary,  clearness 
and  precision  should  be  steadily  kept  in  view. 
[d.)  Each  candidate  is  to  append  to  his  reports  a  declaration  that  they 
have  been  obtained  by  his  personal  attendance  in  court,  and  are 
bona  fide  his  own  composition,  without  revision  or  help  given 
by  another  person  or  derived  from  another  report. 
(*.)  The  reports  are  to  be  written  on  detached  sheets  of  while  foolscap 
paper  of  the  ordinary  size.     One  side  only  of  the  paper  is  to 
be  used ;  and  attention  must  be  paid  to  handwriting,  which 
should  be  clear  and  large. 

(B.)  Law  of  Evidence Candidates  will  be  expected  to  master  the 

principles  of  the  Law  of  Evidence  as  laid  down  in*  the  Indian  Evidence 
Act,  and  in  Sir  J.  F.  Stephen's  "  Digest  of  the  Law  of  Evidence," 
Macmillan,  1876.  They  will  also  be  expected  to  refer,  for  the  purpose 
of  illustrating  and  applying  the  principles  of  the  Law  of  Evidence,  to 
the  reported  cases  mentioned  in  Sir  J.  F.  Stephen's  book.  The  reports 
will  be  found  in  any  law  library,  but  in  case  they  should  not  be  acces- 
sible, such  parts  of  the  treatises  of  Taylor,  Best,  or  Geodeve  as  illustrate 
the  principles  of  the  Law  of  Evidence  should  be  read  with  care.  The 
questions  at  the  first  examination  will  be  of  an-  elementary  character, 
but  at  each  succeeding  examination  candidates  will  be  expected  to  show 
a  more  extended  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  of  its  illustrations. 

At  each  Periodical  Examination  a  paper  will  be  set,  and  viva  voce 
questions  will  be  asked,  to  test  both  the  familiarity  of  the  candidates 
with  the  Law  of  Evidence  as  limited  above,  and  the  practical  knowledge 
which  they  have  gained  by  following  the  procedure  of  courts  of  justice 
in  their  course  of  reporting.

I  deny  not  but  that  it  is  of  greatest  concernment  in  the  Church  and 
Conimonwealth  to  have  a  vigilaut  eyo  how  books  demean  themselves, 
as  well  as  men  ;  and  thereafter  to  confine,  imprison,  and  do  sharpest 
justice  on  them,  as  malefactors.  For  books  are  not  absolutely  dead 
things,  but  do  contain  a  progeny  of  life  in  them  to  be  as  active  as  that 
Soul  was  whose  progeny  they  are ;  nay,  they  do  preserve  as  in  a  vial, 
the  purest  efficacy  and  extraction  of  that  living  intellect  that  bred  them. 
I  know  they  are  as  lively  and  as  vigorously  productive  as  those  fabu- 
lous dragon's  teeth ;  and  being  sown  up  and  down,  may  chance  to  spring 
up  armed  men.  And  yet  on  the  other  hand,  unless  wariness  be  used, 
as  good  almost  kill  a  man,  as  kill  a  good  book.  Who  kills  a  man  kills 
a  reasonable  creature,  God's  image  :  but  he  who  destroys  a  good  book, 
kills  reason  itself,  kills  the  image  of  God,  as  it  were,  in  the  eye.  Many 
a  man  lives  a  burden  to  the  earth ;  but  a  good  book  is  the  precious  life- 
blood  of  a  master-spirit,  embalmed  and  treasured  up  on  purpose  to  a  life 
beyond  life.  It  is  true  no  age  can  restore  a  life,  whereof  perhaps  there 
is  no  great  loss ;  and  revolutions  of  ages  do  not  oft  recover  the  loss  of 
a  rejected  truth,  for  the  want  of  which  whole  nations  fare  the  worse. 
We  should  be  wary,  therefore,  what  persecution  we  raise  against  the 
living  labours  of  public  men,  how  we  spill  that  seasoned  life  of  man, 
preserved  and  stored  up  in  books  since  we  see  a  kind  of  homicide  may 
be  thus  committed,—- sometimes  a  martyrdom ;  and  if  it  extend  to  the 
whole  impression  a  kind  of  massacre  whereof  the  execution  ends  not  in 
the  slaying  of  an  elemental  life,  but  strikes  at  the  ethereal  and  fifth 
essence,  the  breath  of  reason  itself;  shws  an  immortality  rather  than  a 
life.

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Onur  with  a  wall  between,  they  would  grow  confirmed  and  resolute,  and 
Couxmaaosi  courage  would  supply  the  place  of  skill ;  and  having  plenty  of  all  kinds 
l*1t*  of  provisions  within  the  town,  they  would  grow  strong  and  peremptory, 
whilst  the  besiegers  grew  less  vigorous  and  disheartened.  These  reasons 
and  the  Prince's  importunity,  with  some  insinuations  of  knowing  more 
than  was  fit  to  be  spoken,  as  if  somewhat  would  be  done  within  the 
town  that  must  not  be  mentioned,  and  a  glorious  contempt  of  danger, 
prevailed  so  far,  that  it  was  consented  to,  on  all  parts,  to  assault  the 
town  the  next  morning.

2.  For  when  civil  society  is  once  formed,  government  at  the  same 
time  results  of  course,  as  necessary  to  preserve  and  to  keep  that  society 
in  order.  Unless  some  superior  be  constituted,  whose  commands  and 
decisions  all  the  members  are  bound  to  obey,  they  would  still  remain  as 
in  a  state  of  nature,  without  any  judge  upon  earth  to  define  their  several 
rights,  and  redress  their  several  wrongs.  But  as  all  the  members  which 
compose  this  society  were  naturally  equal,  it  may  be  asked  in  whose 
hands  are  the  reins  of  government  to  be  entrusted  ?  To  this  the  general 
answer  is  easy  ;  but  the  application  of  it  to  particular  cases  has  occa- 
sioned one  half  of  those  mischiefs,  which  are  apt  to  proceed  from 
misguided  political  zeal.  In  general  all  will  agree  that  government 
should  be  reposed  in  those  persons  in  whom  are  found  the  three  grand 
requisites  of  wisdom,  goodness,  and  power :  wisdom  to  discern  the  real 
interests  of  the  community ;  goodness  to  endeavour  always  to  pursue 
that  real  interest ;  and  strength  or  power  to  carry  this  knowledge  or 
intention  into  action.

His  stern  coun- 
tenance, angry  gestures,  and  impatient  tone,  astonished  the  firmness  of 
Maximin ;  but  Vigilius  had  more  reason  to  tremble,  since  he  distinctly 
understood  tfhat  if  Attila  did  not  respect  the  law  of  nations  he  would 
nail  the  deceitful  interpreter  to  a  cross,  and  leave  his  body  to  the 
vultures.  The  barbarian  condescended,  by  producing  an  accurate  list, 
to  expose  the  bold  falsehood  of  Vigilius,  who  had  affirmed  that  no  more 
than  seventeen  deserters  could  be  found.  But  he  arrogantly  declared 
that  he  apprehended  only  the  disgrace  of  contending  with  his  fugitive 
slaves  since  he  despised  their  impotent  efforts  to  defend  the  provinces 
which  Theodosius  had  intrusted  to  their  arms.  "  For  what  fortress," 
added  Attila,  "  what  city  in  the  wide  extent  of  the  Roman  empire  can 
"  hope  to  exist,  secure  and  impregnable,  if  it  is  our  pleasure  that  it 
"  should  be  erased  from  the  earth  ? "  He  dismissed,  however,  the 
interpreter,  who  returned  to  Constantinople  with  his  peremptory 
demand  of  more  complete  restitution  and  a  more  splendid  embassy.

2.  So  much  for  naturaladvantagee,  the  value  of  which,  ceteris  paribus, 
is  too  obvious  to  be  ever  underrated.  But  experience  testifies  that 
natural  advantages  scarcely  ever  do  for  a  community,  no  more  than 
fortune  and  station  do  for  an  individual,  anything  like  what  it  lies  in 
their  nature,  or  in  their  capacity,  to  do.

At  the  courts  of  our  earlier  Scottish  kings  and  at  the  mansions  of  the 
principal  nobility,  some  of  whom  exercised,  if  they  did  not  rightfully 
possess,  little  less  than  regal  authority,  minstrelsy  was  a  favourite 
pastime.  It  has  always  been  so  with  northern  nations.  The  Celts,  the 
Saxons,  and  the  Danes  alike  encouraged  and  practised  it ;  and  the 
subjects  in  which  they  most  especially  delighted  were  the  narratives  of 
the  deed*  of  old,  which  redounded  to  the  glory  of  their  ancestors,  and, 
by  implication,  of  themselves.  In  those  days  exclusiveness  was  a  thing 
unknown.  Earls,  barons,  and  chieftains  feasted  in  the  hall  with  their 
retainers,  and  mingled  with  them  in  their  sports ;  and  when  the  tables 
were  drawn,  and  the  minstrels  called  in,  great  was  the  crush  to  hear  the 
last  ballad  of  the  gifted  Maeonides  of  the  district.  In  this  way  the 
taste  for  popular  poetry  was  not  only  kept  alive,  but  very  widely 
disseminated ;  and  the  minstrel,  wherever  he  went,  be  it  to  castle  or 
cottage,  received  a  ready  and  most  hospitable  welcome.

After  the  time  of  Caradoc  the  war  between  the  Romans  and  the 
Britons  went  on.  Many  parts  of  the  island  were  still  not  conquered, 
the  ill-treatment  of  the  Romans  sometimes  made  the  people  revolt :  that 
is,  they  took  np  arms  to  try  and  drive  the  Romans  out  of  the  country. 
In  particular  there  was  one  Boadicea,  the  widow  of  a  King  of  the 
Iranians,  who  lived  in  what  is  now  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  who  made  a 
great  revolt  against  the  Romans  in  the  year  61,  in  the  reign  of  the 
wicked  emperor  Nero.  The  Roman  governor  Suetonius  was  then  at 
the  other  side  of  the  island,  fighting  in  Mona  or  Anglesey.  Boadicea 
and  her  people  were  thus  able  to  defeat  the  Romans  for  a  while  and 
to  destroy  several  of  the  towns  where  they  lived.  Among  these  was 
London,  which  was  already  a  place  of  much  trade  ;  others  were  Verulam, 
near  St.  Albans,  and  Camilodunum,  now  called  Colchester.

As  soon  as  morning  dawned  (October  12,  1492)  all  doubts  and  fears 
were  dispelled.

The  greater 
part  of  XSreece  is  already  my  own,  so  that  I  shall  only  go  over  my  .old 
ground,  and  look  upon  my  old  seas  and  mountains,  the  only  acquaint- 
ances I  ever  found  improve  upon  me. 

I  have  a  tolerable  suite,  a  Tartar,  two  Albanians,  an  interpreter, 
besides  R,  but  in  this  country  these  are  easily  maintained.  A*  received 
me  wonderfully  weU,  and  indeed  I  have  no  complaints  against  any  one. 
Hospitality  here  is  necessary,  for  inns  are  not  I  have  lived  in  the 
houses  of  Greeks,  Turks,  Italians,  and  English— to-day  in  a  palace, 
to-morrow  in  a  cow-house ;  this  day  with  a  Pacha,  the  next  with  a 
shepherd.  I  shall  continue  to  write  briefly,  but  frequently,  and  am  glad 
to  hear  from  you ;  but  you  fill  your  letters  with  things  from  the  papers, 
as  if  English  papers  were  not  found  all  over  the  world.  I  have  at  this 
moment  a  dozen  before  me.  Fray  take  care  of  my  books,  and  believe 
me,  &c

The  Mussulman  is  a  keen  foreign  politician.    His  ignorance  is  still  a      0P  1375, 
stumbling-block  to  him ;  and  his  views  of  modern  history  and  geography  — 

are  none  of  the  clearest.  Still,  he  contrives  to  get  some  general  idea 
of  the  situation  of  affairs.  Most  of  the  Mussulman  newspapers  of  India 
teem  with  enthusiastic  notices  of  the  Jehad,  affirming  that  myriads  of 
ghazis  are  thronging  from  every  side  to  serve  under  the  "  Commander 
of  the  Faithful."  We  have  no  hesitation  in  affirming  that  very  few 
of  our  Indian  Moslem  subjects  will  see  fit  to  risk  their  skins  even  in 
so  holy  a  cause.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Crimean  war  numbers  of 
volunteers  flocked  to  join  the  Turkish  armies  from  all  parts  of  the 
Ottoman  Empire,  but  as  may  be  imagined,  their  services  were  worth 
little,  and  they  were  carefully  kept  out  of  harm's  way.  A  Jehad  in 
oar  days  has  invariably  been  a  failure.  Abdul  Kadir's  war  against  the 
French  in  Algiers  and  Schamyl's  against  the  Russians  in  the  Caucasus 
both  terminated  unfortunately  for  the  Mussulman  cause ;  and  the  Jehad 
proclaimed  against  the  Russians  in  Central  Asia,  the  chief  seat  of 
Moslem  bigotry,  was  a  fiasco,  for  the  ghazis  fled  at  the  first  sight  of  the 
Russians.  With  regard  to  the  effect  of  the  proclamation  of  a  general 
Jehad  on  our  own  Mussulman  subjects,  we  need  be  under  no  apprehen- 
sion. In  1857  the  Mussulmans  could  not  have  attempted  to  rise  without 
the  assistance  of  the  Hindoo  Sepoys,  and  the  Mussulman  dislike  to 
Christian  rule  is  after  all  more  theoretical  than  practical.  The  Tartars 
of  Eiptchak  and  the  Crimea,  bigoted  Mussulmans  as  they  are,  have 
never  taken  the  opportunity  of  a  Turkish  war  to  revolt  against  their 
masters.  So  thoroughly  cowed  have  they  been  by  the  Russians,  that 
even  the  presence  of  the  allied  armies  and  their  brother  Turks  in  the 
Crimea  could  not  induce  them  to  strike  a  blow  for  their  faith.  Islam 
has  no  longer  vitality  enough  to  inspire  its  votaries  with  the  spirit  of 
apostles  or  of  martyrs,  and  we  may  say  of  Asia,  as  it  has  been  asserted 
of  Europe,  that  "  the  age  of  the  Crusades  is  over."

Arrangements  for  the  Open  Competition  of  1877. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Prospectus  of  the  Royal  Indian -Civil 
Engineering  College,  Cooper's  Hill,  for  1875,  will  show  the  regulations 
under  which  the  open  competition  of  1877  was  held : — 

2.  Admission  to  the  College  is  obtained  by  competitive  examination, 
at  which  all  British-born  subjects,  between  the  ages  of  17  and  20  years 
on  the  1st  day  of  July  1877,  of  sound  constitution,  free  from  any 
serious  physical  defects  that  would  render  them  unfit  for  service  in  the 
Public  Works  Department,  and  of  good  moral  character,  will  be  admissi- 
ble. Evidence  as  to  age  and  character  must  be  sent  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  not  later  than  June  1st,  1877.  If  this  should  be  primd 
facie  satisfactory,  applicants  will  be  allowed  to  compete ;  but  further 
evidence  as  to  character  may  be  required  from  the  successful  candidates,* 
who  will  also  be  subjected  to  a  medical  examination  by  the  Medical 
Board  at  the  India  Office  before  being  admitted  to  the  College. 

3.  The  course  of  special  education  for  the  candidates  selected  by  this 
competition  extends  over  three  years,  and  all  the  students  who  pass 
through  it  successfully,  including  such  of  them  as,  instead  of  entering 
the  Cooper's  Hill  College,  prefer  to  undergo  their  course  of  preparation 
elsewhere,  and  succeed  in  passing  the  same  final  test  of  qualification  as 
the  students  of  the  College  (vide  para.  18),  will  be  appointed  to  the 
Indian  Public  Works  Department  as  Assistant  Engineers ;  nine-tenths 
as  Assistant  Engineers,  Second  Grade, — the  salary  of  which  grade  is 
Rs.  4,200  per  annum, — and  the  remaining  one-tenth  as  Assistant  En- 
gineers, Third  Grade,  the  salary  of  which  grade  is  Rs.  3,000  per 
annum. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  of  the  one-tenth  last  mentioned,  any 
student  may  be  appointed  to  the  Second  Grade  in  the  event  of  his 
being  certified  to  have  passed  a  sufficiently  creditable  college  and  prac- 
tical course  examination. 

The  passed  students  will  all  be  provided  with  a  free  passage  to  India.

1877.  On  the  2nd  of  July  the  insurgent  army,  for  so  they  might  now  be 

called,  appeared  in  force  before  Exeter,  after  taking  possession  of  which 
they  intended  to  march  on  towards  London,  raising  the  country  as  they 
went;  and  when  they  summoned  the  inhabitants  to  surrender,  they 
'  expected  immediate  compliance  and  co-operation.  But  insurrections  to 
be  successful  must  be  rapid.  Had  the  insurgent  commander  left  Exeter 
to  its  fate  and  gone  forward,  there  was  no  force  between  him  and 
London  which  he  could  not  have  overwhelmed,  but  a  few  days  he  sap- 
posed  would  be  the  utmost  that  an  unfortified  city  could  resist,  and  he 
waited  to  besiege  it. 

The  approaches  were  occupied ;  the  pipes  which  carried  water  into 
the  city  were  cut ;  cannon,  small,  probably,  and  ill  served,  were  fired 
incessantly  upon  the  houses ;  the  gates  were  undermined ;  and  a  con- 
tinual correspondence  was  maintained  between  the  rebels  and  the 
disaffected  party  among  the  citizens,  which  gained  strength  as  the 
provisions  began  to  run  low.  Nevertheless  the  mayor  persevered.  A 
hundred  of  the  principal  householders  agreed  to  stand  by  him  to  the 
last,  and  by  skill  and  steadiness  he  kept  the  peace. 

The  conduits  were  well  supplied  and  the  summer  was  happily  wet 
A  rate  was  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  which  rose  as  prices 
rose,  and  so  long  as  there  was  food  within  the  walls  even  the  prisoners 
in  the  jail  received  their  fair  share  with  the  rest.  Skirmishing  parties 
occasionally  swept  in  droves  of  cattle  from  the  adjoining  meadows  by 
sudden  sallies. 

As  the  rebels  mined  the  citizens  countermined.  Where  the  assailants 
were  suspected  to  be  at  work,  an  adroit  engineer  detected  their  presence 
under  ground  by  the  vibration  of  a  pan  of  water,  above  their  heads,  and 
they  were  blown  up  or  drowned  in  their  holes.  A  blockaded  town, 
however,  could  not  resist  for  ever.

Socrates  likewise  observed,  that  a  sceptre  in  the  hand  could  not  make 
a  king ;  neither  were  they  rulers  in  whose  favour  the  lot,  or  the  voice 
of  the  people,  had  decided ;  or  who,  by  force  or  fraud,  hod  secured  their 
election,  unless  they  understood  the  art  of  governing ;  and,  although  he 
would  readily  allow  it  not  less  the  province  of  the  prince  to  command, 
than  of  the  subjects  to  obey,  yet  he  would  afterwards  demonstrate,  that 
the  most  skilful  pilot  would  always  steer  the  ship,  the  master,  no  less 
than  the  mariners,  submitting  to  his  direction.  The  owner  of  the  farm 
left  the  management  of  it,  he  eaid,  to  the  servant  whom  he  thought 
better  acquainted  than  himself  with  agriculture ;  the  sick  man  sought 
the  advice  of  the  physician ;  and  he  who  engaged  in  bodily  exercises, 
the  instructions  of  those  who  had  most  experience.  And  whatever  there 
may  be,  continued  Socrates,  requiring  either  skill  or  industry  to  perform 
it,  when  the  man  is  able,  he  doth  it  himself;  but  if  not,  he  hath  recourse, 
if  prudent,  to  the  assistance  of  others.

The  Russian 
is  essentially  a  social  animal ;  with  him  it  is  not  the  family  instinct,  as 
in  Germany  and  England,  which  is  the  strongest ;  but  it  ts  his  neigh- 
bours, his  fellows,  a  larger  aggregate,  which  replaces  it :  sports,  generally 
of  a  mild  and  lazy  character,  card-playing,  tea-drinking,  cigarette- 
flmoking,  general~do-nothingness,  this  is  the  ordinary  Russian's  paradise ; 
if  dolce  far  niente  is  an  Italian  saying,  it  is  essentially  a  Russian  prac- 
tice. There  is  a  story  told  which  exactly  illustrates  the  spirit  in  which 
the  Russian  regards  the  comparative  claims  of  business  and  pleasure. 
Despatches  of  importance  were  brought  to  the  governor  of  a  province. 
He  was  sitting  with  two  friends,  of  course  drinking  tea  and  smoking 
cigarettes :  overjoyed  to  see  the  Imperial  messenger,  he  bad  him  sit 
down  immediately,  and  make  a  fourth  at  whist.  M  But  I  have  important 
"  despatches,  your  Excellency,  which  I  have  been  ordered  to  deliver 
"  into  your  hands  without  delay."  "  Never  mind,  never  mind,  that  can 
"  wait.  Sit  down  and  play  your  rubber  first,  and  we  will  attend  to  all 
"  that  afterwards  ;"  and  there  they  sat,  in  the  true  social  spirit  of  their 
amiable  country,  till  five  in  the  morning,  when  they  arose,  and  despatched 
their  business.

'<  principle,  to  strike  out  all  marks  which  indicated  less  than  a  competent  knowledge 
"  of  the  subject  selected ;  leaving  those  whose  knowledge  exceeded,  by  ever  so 
"  little,  the  minimum  of  competence,  to  count  all  the  marks  assigned  to  them.  We 
"  are  of  opinion,  however,  that  superficial  study  may  be  more  effectually  discouraged 
"  by  allowing  no  credit  for  slight  knowledge  even  to  those  candidates  who  succeed 
"  in  passing  beyond  it.  We  propose,  therefore,  that  from  the  marks  of  all  can- 
"  didates  alike  a  number  answering  to  this  slight  knowledge  shall  be  deducted; 
"  but  that  it  shall  be  possible,  nevertheless,  for  any  candidate  who  may  show 
"  remarkable  proficiency  in  any  subject  to  obtain  the  full  number  of  marks  allotted 
"  to  that  subject " 

On  this  occasion  a  deduction  of  125  has  been  made  from  the  marks  assigned  in 
each  subject.

By  comparing  the  quantity  of  silver  imported  in  1873  (which  repre- 
sents the  maximum  imported  since  1871),  after  deduction  made  of  the 
quantity  exported  in  the  same  year,  with  the  quantity  absorbed  by  the 
Mint,  it  is  found  that  there  remains  a  surplus  of  nearly  15,000,000 
roubles  value. 

The  quantity  of  silver  used  in  various  articles  of  manufacture  has 
not  as  yet  been  ascertained.  There  is  a  very  considerable  weight 
annually  absorbed  in  Russia,  particularly  at  Moscow,  in  the  manufacture 
of  various  descriptions  of  ornaments  and  plate. 


FOB  DICTATION.    (I.)    (OBLIGATORY.) 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  circumstances  in  the  history  of  Bacon's 
mind  is  the  order  in  which  its  powers  expanded  themselves.  In  general, 
the  development  of  the  fancy  is  to  the  development  of  the  judgment 
what  the  growth  of  a  girl  is  to  the  growth  of  a  boy.  The  fancy  attains 
at  an  earlier  period  to  the  perfection  of  its  beauty,  its  power  and  its 
fruitfulness ;  and,  as  it  is  first  to  ripen,  it  is  also  first  to  fade.  It  has 
generally  lost  something  of  its  bloom  and  freshness  before  the  sterner 
faculties  have  reached  maturity ;  and  is  commonly  withered  and  barren 
while  those  faculties  still  retain  all  their  energy.  It  rarely  happens  that 
the  fancy  and  the  judgment  grow  together.  It  happens  still  more  rarely 
that  the  judgment  grows  faster  than  the  fancy.  This  seems,  however, 
to  have  been  the  case  with  Bacon.  His  gigantic  scheme  of  philoso- 
phical reform  is  said  by  some  writers  to  have  been  planned  before  he 
was  fifteen,  and  was  undoubtedly  planned  while  he  was  still  young. 
He  observed  as  vigilantly,  meditated  as  deeply,  and  judged  as  tempe- 
rately when  he  gave  his  first  work  to  the  world  as  at  the  close  of 
his  long  career.  But  in  eloquence,  in  sweetness  and  variety  of 
expression,  and  in  richness  of  illustration,  his  later  writings  are  far 
superior  to  those  of  his  youth.  In  this  respect  the  history  of  his  mind 
bears  some  resemblance  to  the  history  of  the  mind  of  Burke.  The 
treatise  on  the  Sublime  and  Beautiful  is  the  most  unadorned  of  all 
Burke's  works.  It  appeared  when  he  was  twenty-five  or  twenty-six. 
When,  at  forty,  he  wrote  the  Thoughts  on  the  Causes  of  the  existing 
Discontents,  his  reason  and  his  judgment  had  reached  their  full  matu- 
rity ;  but  his  eloquence  was  still  in  its  splendid  dawn.  At  fifty,  his 
rhetoric  was  quite  as  rich  as  good  taste  would  permit ;  and  when 
he  died,  at  almost  seventy,  it  had  become  ungracefully  gorgeous.

What  has  it  enabled  us  to  do  which  we 
should  not  have  been  equally  able  to  do  without  it  ?  "  Such  questions, 
we  suspect,  would  have  puzzled  the  survivors  of  the  ancient  school 
Ask  a  follower  of  Bacon  what  the  new  philosophy,  as  it  was  called  in 
the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  has  effected  for  mankind,  and  his 
answer  is  ready :  "  It  has  lengthened  life  ;  it  has  mitigated  pain ;  it 
has  extinguished  diseases;  it  has  increased  the  fertility  of  the  soil;  it 
has  given  new  securities  to  the  mariner ;  it  has  furnished  new  arms  to 
the  warrior ;  it  has  spanned  great  rivers  and  estuaries  with  bridges  of 
form  unknown  to  our  fathers  ;  it  has  guided  the  thunderbolt  innocuously 
from  heaven  to  earth ;  it  has  lighted  up  the  night  with  the  splendour 
of  the  day;  it  has  extended  the  range  of  the  human  vision;  it  has 
multiplied  the  power  of  the  human  muscles  ;  it  has  accelerated  motion ; 
it  has  annihilated  distance  ;  it  has  facilitated  intercourse,  correspondence, 
all  friendly  offices,  all  despatch  of  business;  it  has  enabled  man  to 
descend  to  the  depths  of  the  sea,  to  soar  into  the  air,  to  penetrate 
securely  into  the  noxious  recesses  of  the  earth,  to  traverse  the  land  in 
cars  which  whirl  along  without  horses,  and  the  ocean  in  ships  which 
run  ten  knots  an  hour  against  the  wind.  It  is  a  philosophy  which 
never  rests,  which  has  never  attained,  which  is  never  perfect.  A  point 
which  yesterday  was  invisible  is  its  goal  to-day,  and  will  be  its  starting- 
post  to-morrow."

A  tradesman  who  would  succeed  in  his  way,  must  begin  by  establishing 
a  character  of  integrity  and  good  manners ;  without  the  former,  nobody 
will  go  to  his  shop  ;  without  the  latter,  nobody  will  go  there  twice. 
This  rule  does  not  exclude  the  fair  arts  of  trade.  He  may  sell  his  goods 
at  the  best  price  he  can,  within  certain  bounds.  He  may  avail  himself 
of  the  humour,  the  whims,  and  the  fantastical  tastes  of  his  customers ; 
but  what  he  warrants  to  be  good  must  be  so ;  what  he  seriously  asserts 
must  be  true,  or  his  first  fraudulent  .profits  will  soon  end  in  a  bankruptcy. 
It  is  the  same  in  higher  life,  and  in  the  great  business  of  the  world.  A 
man  who  does  not  solidly  establish  and  really  deserve  a  character  of  truth, 
probity,  good  manners,  and  good  morals  at  his  first  setting  out  in  the 
world,  may  impose,  and  shine  like  a  meteor  for  a  very  short  time,  but 
will  very  soon  vanish  and  be  extinguished  with  contempt.  People  may 
pardon,  in  young  men,  the  common  irregularities  of  the  senses ;  but  they 
do  not  forgive  the  least  vice  of  the  heart.  The  heart  never  grows  better 
by  age  ;  I  fear  rather  worse  ;  always  harder.  A  young  liar  will  be  an 
old  one ;  and  a  young  knave  will  only  be  a  greater  knave  as  he  grows 
older.  But  should  a  bad  young  heart,  accompanied  with  a  good  head, 
really  reform  in  a  more  advanced  age,  from  a  consciousness  of  its  folly 
as  well  as  of  its  guilt,  such  a  conversion  would  only  be  thought  prudential 
and  political.

So  that,  when 
it  was  too  late,  he  regretted  that  he  had  not  taken  the  advice  of  that 
friend  who  had  coonseUed-him  at  another  period  of  his  career.;  and  that 
he  had  not  preferred  an  honourable  death  in  battle  to  a  life  of  ignominy 
among  his  victorious  enemies.

which  you  yourself  are  the  best  and  the  only  judge.  This  is  my  sincere 
opinion,  which  I  give  because  you  ask  it;  and  which  I  would  not 
give,  though  asked,  but  to  a  man  I  value  as.  much  as  I  do  you  ;  being 
sensible  how  improper  it  is,  on  many  accounts,  for  me  to  interpose  in 
things  of  this  nature ;  which  I  never  understood  well,  and  now  under* 
stand  somewhat  less  than  ever  I  did.  But  I  can  deny  you  nothing ; 
especially  since  you  have  had  the  goodness  often  and  patiently  to  hear 
what  I  have  said  against  rhyme,  and  in  behalf  of  blank  verse ;  with 
little  discretion  perhaps,  but  I  am  sure  without  the  least  prejudice: 
being  myself  equally  incapable  of  writing  well  in  either  of  those  ways, 
and  leaning  therefore  to  neither  side  of  the  question  but  as  the  appear- 
ance of  reason  inclines  me.  Forgive  me  this  error,  if  it  be  one ;  an 
error  of  above  thirty  years  standing,  and  which  therefore  I  shall  be  very 
loth  to  part  with.

When  Voltaire  resided  at  the  court  of  Frederick  the  Great,  an  English 
gentleman,  it  is  said,  arrived  at  Berlin;  he  had  so  extraordinary  a 
memory,  that  he  could  repeat  a  long  composition  without  missing  a 
word,  if  once  recited  to  him.  The  king  had  the  curiosity  to  try  him, 
and  the  gentleman  exceeded  all  that  had  been  said  of  his  powers.  At 
this  time  Voltaire  informed  his  Majesty  that  he  had  just  finished  a  poem, 
which,  with  his  permission,  he  would  read  to  him.  The  king  gave  his 
consent,  and  immediately  determined  to  divert  himself  at  the  expense  of 
the  poet.  He  ordered  the  Englishman  to  be  placed  behind  a  screen, 
and  desired  him  to  pay  particular  attention  to  what  Voltaire  was  about 
to  read.  The  author  came,  and  read  his  poem  with  great  emphasis,  in 
hopes  of  obtaining  the  king's  warm  approbation.  But,  to  his  great 
astonishment,  the  monarch  seemed  perfectly  indifferent  all  the  time  he 
was  reading.  When  the  poem  was  finished  Voltaire  asked  his  Majesty's 
opinion  about  it,  and  received  for  answer  that  of  late  he  observed,  that 
M.  Voltaire  fathered  the  works  of  others,  and  gave  them  to  the  world  as 
his  own.  .The  Frenchman  was  highly  astonished,  and  complained  how 
grievously  he  was  abused.  The  king  then  called  the  Englishman  for- 
ward, and  desired  him  to  repeat  the  verses  of  which  M.  Voltaire  pretended 
to  be  the  author.  This  gentleman  went  through  the  whole  poem  without 
missing  a  single  word.  The  poet  got  in  a  rage,  the  k  ing  laughed  heartily, 
told  the  artifice  which  had  been  employed,  and  liberally  rewarded  the 
Englishman  for  the  amusement  he  liad  procured  him.

DICTATION.    (I.)  (OBLIGATORY.) 

Within  doors  the  travellers  were  warm,  the  houses  being  close,  the 
walls  thick,  the  lights  small,  and  the  glass  all  doable.

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days  had  grown  considerably  longer,  and  the  weather  at  least  tolerable, 

so  the  travellers  began  to  prepare  sledges  to  carry  them  over  the  snow,     Sent  m7 

and  to  get  things  in  order  for  the  journey.  p 


DICTATION.    (II.)    (OBLIGATORY.) 

The  climate  of  Canada  presents  great  extremes  of  heat  and  cold, 
especially  in  the  lower  or  eastern  part  of  the  province.  The  seasons  of 
spring,  summer,  and  autumn  are  included  between  the  months  of  May 
and  September  ;  in  October  the  frosts  begin,  and  during  November  and 
the  first  three  weeks  of  December  snowstorms  are  incessant.  After 
this  period  the  atmosphere  clears,  an  intense  and  dry  frost  succeeds,  and 
continues  until  April  or  May,  during  the  whole  of  which  time  the  sky  is 
serene  and  of  a  bright  azure  hue.  Throughout  this  long  winter  the  ground 
is  buried  under  a  hard  covering  of  ice  and  frozen  snow.  The  snow 
begins  to  melt  in  April  and  has  all  disappeared  by  the  first  week  of  May. 
Summer  is  then  fully  established,  and  the  vegetation  breaks  forth  in 
profuse  luxuriance.  In  the  upper  or  western  portion  of  Canada,  par- 
ticularly in  the  country  which  borders  on  the  great  lakes,  the  climate 
is  much  less  extreme  and  the  winter  of  shorter  duration.  In  all  parts 
of  the  country  the  air  is  dry  and  healthy ;  fogs  are  almost  unknown  and 
the  cold  of  winter  is  rendered  less  severe  in  its  effects  by  the  general 
absence  of  wind  during  the  greatest  intensity  of  the  frost.

Steel  is  prepared  from  wrought-iron  by  being  melted  in  a  furnace  with 
charcoal.  Steel,  if  heated  to  redness  and  then  cooled  slowly,  becomes 
soft  and  pliable ;  if  plunged  while  hot  into  cold  water  it  will  take  a 
high  polish,  and  become  so  hard  that  it  will  scratch  glass,  while  at  the 
same  time  it  becomes  very  brittle.  All  cutting  instruments  are  made 
of  steel,  and  the  very  fine-edged  ones  are  generally  tempered  brittle,  as 
razors,  penknives,  and  surgeon's  instruments ;  but  sword-blades  are 
made  flexible,  and  the  best  of  them  will  bend  double  without  breaking 
or  becoming  crooked.  The  steel  of  which  springs  are  made  has  the 
highest  possible  degree  of  elasticity  given  to  it.  A  watch  spring  is  one 
of  the  most  perfect  examples  of  this  kind.  Steel  for  ornaments  is  made 
extremely  hard  and  close  grained  so  as  to  bear  an  exquisite  polish.

nBe        *  probably  to  indicate  that  his  life  was  in  danger.     His  enemies  cried 

that  fie  was  asking  for  a  crown.  Exaggerated  reports  were  carried  into 
the  Senate-house,  and  Nasica  exclaimed  :  "  The  Consul  is  betraying  the 
Republic;  those  who  would  save  their  country,  follow  me!"  So 
saying,  he  drew  the  skirt  of  his  gown  over  his  head,  after  the  manner 
used  by  the  Pontifex  Maximus  in  solemn  acts  of  worship.  A  number 
of  senators  followed,  and  the  people  respectfully  made  way.  But  the 
-nobles  and  their  partisans  broke  up  the  benches  that  had  been  set  ont 
for  the  Assembly,  and  began  an  assault  upon  the  adherents  of  Gracchus, 
who  fled  in  disorder.  Gracchus  abandoned  all  thoughts  of  resistance ; 
he  left  his  gown  in  the  hands  of  one  wljo  sought  to  detain  him,  and 
made  towards  the  Temple  of  Jupiter.  But  the  priests  had  closed  the 
doors ;  and  in  his  haste  he  stumbled  over  a  dead  body,  and  fell.  As  he 
was  rising,  one  of  his  own  colleagues  struck  him  on  the  head  with  a 
stool;  another  claimed  the  honour  of  repeating  the, blow;  and  before 
the  statues  of  the  old  kings  at  the  portico  of  the  Temple  the  Tribune 
lay  dead.  Many  of  his  adherents  were  slain  with  him:  many  were 
forced  over  the  edge  of  the  Tarpeian  Bock,  and  were  killed  by  their  tall. 
Not  fewer  than  three  hundred  lost  their  lives  in  the  fray.   ,

Yet  apprehension  and  dismay  reigned  among 
the  Greeks.  Their  situation  was,  indeed,  appalling.  They  were  con- 
siderably more  than  a  thousand  milea  from  home,  in  a  hostile  and 
unknown  country,  hemmed  in  on  all  sides  by  impassable  rivers  and 
mountains,  without  generals,  without  guides,  without  provisions.  De- 
spair seemed  to  have  seized  on  all.  Leaving  their  watch-fires  unKghted, 
and  their  suppers  uncooked,  they  threw  themselves  on  the  ground,  not 
to'sleep,  but  to  ruminate  on  their  forlorn  condition.  Xenophon  slum- 
bered, indeed,  but  his  fancy  was  filled  with  the  images  naturally  conjured 
up  by  his  desperate  situation.  He  dreamed  that  a  thunderbolt  had 
struck  his  paternal  house,  and  enveloped  it  in  flames.  This  partly 
favourable  and  partlv  unfavourable  omen  indicated  at  all  events'  a 
message  from  Jove  {  and  the  superstition  which  formed  so  marked  a 
trait  in  his  character,  led  him  to  consider  it  as  a  warning  to  rise  and 
bestir  himself.  .

Action  of  Climate  upon  3fa».— Since  man  is  made  to  acquire  the     j^Te^' 
full  possession  and  mastery  of  his  faculties  by  toil,  and  by  the  exercise  ._ 

of  all  his  energies,  no  climate  could  so  well  minister  to  his  progress  in 
this  work  as  the  climate  of  the  temperate  continents.  Excessive  heat 
enfeebles  man ;  it  invites  to  repose  and  inaction.  In  the  tropical  regions 
the  power  of  life  in  nature  is  earned  to  its  highest  degree ;  thus,  with 
the  tropical  man,  the  life  of  the  body  overmasters  that  of  the  mind ;  the 
physical  instincts  of  our  nature  eclipse  those  of  the  higher  faculties ; 
passion  predominates  over  intellect  and  reason;  the  passive  faculties 
over  the  active  faculties.  A  nature  too  rich,  too  prodigal  of  her  gifts, 
does  not  compel  man  to  wrest  from  her  his  daily  bread  by  his  daily  toil. 
A  regular  climate,  and  the  absence  of  a  dormant  season,  render  fore- 
thought of  little  use  to  him.  Nothing  invites  him  to  that  struggle  of 
intelligence  against  nature  which  raises  the  powers  of  man  to  their 
highest  pitch.  Thus,  he  never  dreams  of  resisting  physical  nature ;  he 
is  conquered  by  her ;  he  submits  to  the  yoke,  and  becomes  again  the 
animal  man,  in  proportion  as  he  abandons  himself  to  external  influences, 
forgetful  of  his  high  moral  destination.  In  the  temperate  climates  all 
is  activity  and  movement.  The  alternations  of  heat  and  cold,  the 
changes  of  the  seasons,  a  fresher  and  more  bracing  air,  incite  man  to  a 
constant  struggle,  to  forethought,  and  to  the  vigorous  employment  of  all 
his  faculties.  A  more  economical  nature  yields  nothing,  except  to  the 
sweat  of  his  brow ;  every  gift  on  her  part  is  a  recompense  for  an  effort 
on  his.

Minute  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners. 

Friday,  ISth  May  1877. 

Read,  correspondence  between  this  Board  and  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  respecting  the  duty  imposed  upon  the  Commissioners  by  Clause 
20  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  12th  February  1876,  which  provides 
that  "  all  appointments,  promotions,  and  transfers  from  one  office  to 
"  another  shall  be  notified  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  as  they 
"  are  made,  and  shall  by  them  be  published  together  in  the  number  of 
"  the  *  London  Gazette '  first  issued  in  each  month." 

The  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  (and  in  this  view  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  concur)  that  the  clause  quoted  requires  them  to  gazette,  with 
the  exceptions  hereafter  stated, — (I.)  All  appointments  for  which  they 
grant  certificates  of  qualification,  and  (2.)  all  appointments,  promotions, 
and  transfers  which  may  be  notified  to  them  from  public  departments. 

Exceptions. 

(a.)  Appointments  to  situations  of  a  temporary  character  (such  as 
those  in  connexion  with  temporary  Commissions  [Civil  Ser- 
vice Estimates,  Class  VII.]) ;   or  to  situations  in   which  an 
absent  officer  is  represented  by  a  locum  tenens ;  or  to  situa- 
tions of  a  non-clerical  and  non-professional  character,  such  as 
messengerships,  &a,  below  and  exclusive  of  the  situation  of 
office-keeper. 
(6.)  Appointments  to  situations  not  included  in  the  first  and  second 
reports  of  the  Playfair  Commission,  or  in  any  Order  in  Council 
applying  to  such  situations  the  Order  of  12th  February  1876. 
In  dealing  under  this  20th  clause  with  changes  in  their  own  establish- 
ment, the  Commissioners  (also  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Lords  of 
the  Treasury)  will  regard  the  term  "  promotions "  as  signifying  pro- 
motions from  the  lower  to  the  higher  division  of  the  service  {see  Clause 
18),  or  to  staff  appointments,  and  not  as  referring  to  selections  for  duty- 
pay  in  the  lower  division,  or  to  promotions  from  class  to  class  of  the 
higher  division.

I  am  directed  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  to  call  Transfers, 
your  attention  to  the  following  notice,  which  is  published  in  the  "London 
Gazette"  of  3rd  November  1876  (p.  5858),  viz.  :— 

"  The  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  give  notice 
that  transfers  of  clerks  of  the  lower  division,  appointed  in  pursuance 
of  the  Order  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council  dated  the  12th  day  of  February 
1876,  from  one  department  to  another  of  the  public  service,  require  to 
be  notified  to  the  Treasury,  for  previous  approval,  and  also  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners,  in  like  manner  as  if  such  clerks  had  been 
appointed  under  the  earlier  conditions  of  the  service,  with  this  ex- 
ception— that  they  will  not  be  required  to  pass  any  further  examina- 
tion, provided  the  situations  to  which  they  are  transferred  have  been 
recognised  by  the  Treasury  as  proper  to  be  included  in  the  lower 
division." 

.The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  have  called  the  attention  of  my 
Lords  to  a  case  in  which  a  transfer  of  clerks  from  one  department  to 
another,  after  being  sanctioned  by  the  Treasury,  was  carried  into  effect 
before  notice  was  given  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners. 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  when  such  transfers  are  reported  to 
them,  call  for  the  certificates  of  qualification  held  by  the  officers  who 
are  being  transferred,  in  order  to  put  upon  them  the  proper  endorsements. 
The  endorsed  certificate  is  necessary  to  qualify  the  transferred  officer 
to  receive  his  salary  in  his  new  situation,  pursuant  to  Clause  2  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  4th  June  1870,  and  hence  it  follows  that  notice  of 
all  such  transfers  should  be  given  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
before  they  are  actually  carried  into  effect.

resignation.       the  information  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  copy  of  a  letter  from 

Mr ,  a  clerk  of  the  lower  division  now  employed  in  the  Surveying 

Branch  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Department,  inquiring  (1)  whether  he 
could  be  transferred  to  another  situation  in  the  lower  division ;  and  (2) 
whether,  if  he  were  to  resign  his  present  position,  he  would  be  eligible 
for  re-appointment  elsewhere. 

The  liability,  to  which  clerks  in  the  above-mentioned  branch  are  sub- 
ject, of  being  moved  to  different  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  was 
pointed  out  by  the  Board  of  Inland   Revenue  when  announcing  the 

vacancy  to  which  Mr was  assigned ;  but  the  Commissioners  were 

unable  to  see  how,  under  Clause  9  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  12th 
February  1876,  as  interpreted,  with  the  assent  of  their  Lordships,  by 
my  letter  of  the  27th  of  January  last,  they  could  do  otherwise  than  select 
for  this  vacancy  the  candidate  who,  at  the  time,  stood  next  in  order  on 
the  list  of  unappointed  cle rks.  They  would  be  glad,  however,  to  be 
informed  whether  their  Lordships  concur  with  them  in  this  view,  and 
also  whether,  in  their  Lordships'  opinion,  they  are  right  in  assuming 
that  a  person  who  has  been  once  assigned  to  a  lower  division  clerkship 
in  any  department  must,  if  he  resigns  his  position  in  that  department, 
be  regarded  as  no  longer  on  the  list  of  lower  division  clerks.

It  may  be  right  to  add  that  the  Commissioners  do  not  mean  in  any 
way  to  call  in  question  the  right  of  every  head  of  a  department  to  dis- 
miss at  any  time,  irrespectively  of  the  clause  referred  to,  a  clerk  guilty 
of  misconduct. 

As  the  case  now  pending  is  of  some  urgency,  the  Commissioners 
would  be  obliged  by  an  early  intimation  of  their  Lordships'  opinion.

I  am,  in  reply,  to  state  that,  so  far  as  my  Lords  are  aware  of  the 
intention  with  which  Clause  10  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  12th 
February  1876  was  framed,  the  intention  of  it  was  to  oblige  the  heads 
of  departments  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with,  and  to  become 
responsible  for,  the  competency  or  otherwise  of  the  clerks  entering  their 
departments  by  open  competition,  in  fact,  to  make  the  departmental 
approval  of  the  candidate  as  necessary  and  formal  a  condition  of  his 
continued  employment  as  the  Civil  Service  certificate  is  of  his 
admission. 
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Clause  10  explains  the  probation  mentioned  in  Clause  9.  It  is 
negative  in  its  form,  and  appears  to  my  Lords  to  prescribe,  not  that  the 
probation  shall  last  for  a  year,  but  that  it  shall  not  last  for  more  than  a 
year.

With  reference  to  Clauses  6  and  8  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  12th 
February  1876,  by  which  it  is  contemplated  that,  as  part  of  the  arrange- 
ments for  providing  clerks  of  the  lower  division  of  the  Civil  Service, 
there  shall  generally  be  in  reserve  a  certain  number  of  qualified  but 
unappointed  candidates,  I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury 
a  suggestion,  with  the  view  'of  obviating  a  certain  amount  of  incon- 
venience which  is  felt  by  these  candidates  while  they  are  waiting  for 
employment. 

Their  Lordships  will  no  doubt  at  once  recognise  the  importance  of 
keeping  the  reserve  in  question  large  enough  to  enable  the  Commissioners 
to  meet  promptly  the  demands  which  may  be  made  upon  them  by  the 
various  departments  for  lower  division  clerks.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
maintenance  of  a  sufficient  reserve  implies  to  some  of  the  selected  can- 
didates a  postponement  of  employment  for  possibly  several  months, 
and,  although  they  will  have  competed  with  due  notice  of  this  condition, 
it  seems  desirable  to  lessen,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  inconvenience  thus 
occasioned. 

The  suggestion  which  the  Commissioners  have  to  submit  for  meeting 
this  difficulty  is  that  all  lower  division  clerks  should,  while  unemployed 
in  that  capacity,  be  eligible,  without  further  examination,  for  registra- 
tion as  temporary  copyists,  the  men  clerks  as  men  copyists,  and  the  boy 
clerks  as  boy  copyists.  The  Commissioners  would  then  be  generally- 
able  to  provide  employment  for  any  clerk  willing  to  accept  it,  during 
the  interval  preceding  his  permanent  appointment,  at  much  the  same 
rate  of  pay  as  that  which  he  would  receive  as  a  clerk  of  the  lower 
division. 

Should  their  Lordships  approve  of  this  suggestion,  a  proviso  would 
have  to  be  introduced  into  the  regulations  respecting  temporary  copyists, 
and  the  enclosed  draft*  is  submitted  as  containing  all  the  alteration 
needful  for  this  purpose.  It  may  be  as  well  to  point  out  that  men 
clerks  could  thus  become  men  copyists  at  the  age  of  17  instead  of  18, 
which  is  the  limit  for  ordinary  candidates.  The  Commissioners  do  not 
themselves  see  any  objection  to  this,  but  in  case  their  Lordships  should 
think  differently,  restrictive  words  could  be  easily  introduced.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acquaint  you,         /~" 
for  the  information  of  their  Lordships,  that  the  change  in  question  has  of  g^SSSl 
hitherto  worked  very  satisfactorily.    A  considerable  number  of  un-  candidates  for 
appointed  lower  division  clerks  have  applied  to  be  registered,  and  have  the  Excise  as 
received  employment  as  copyists,  greatly,  it  is  belioved,  to  the  advantage  temporary 
both  of  themselves  and  of  the  departments  in  general.  Copyists. 

The  satisfactory  result  of  this  experiment  has  led  the  Commissioners 
to  believe  that  further  advantage  might  result  if  the  privilege  of  regis- 
tration were  extended  to  the  candidates  selected  at  the  half-yearly 
examinations  for  the  Excise,  the  subjects  prescribed  for  which  are  more 
extensive  than  those  prescribed  for  copyists. 

As  these  examinations,  like  those  for  the  lower  division,  are  intended 
to  provide  for  six  months'  vacancies  in  advance,  many  of  the  successful 
candidates  must  wait  for  several  months  before  they  can  enter  on 
'*  instructions/'  and  some  of  them  would,  it  is  believed,  be  anxious  to 
obtain  temporary  employment  in  the  interval.  Moreover,  as  the  persons 
selected  for  the  Excise  are,  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  men  or  boy 
clerks,  dispersed  over  the  country,  the  Commissioners,  if  authorised  to 
avail  themselves  of  their  services,  would  be  able,  more  frequently  and 
more  promptly  than  at  present,  to  supply  demands  for  temporary 
copyists  for  short  periods  at  the  various  Customs'  outports  and  other 
provincial  towns. 

With  these  views  the  Commissioners  desire  me  to  submit  for  their 
Lordships'  consideration  the  enclosed  draft*  of  Copyists'  Regulations, 
with  such  alterations  in  paragraph  2  as  would  if  adopted  give  effect  to 
the  suggested  extension.

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In  reply,  I  am  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords  of  the  Trea- 
sury, that,  if  their  Lordships  should  see  fit  to  sanction  the  creation  of  a 
certain  number  of  boy  clerkships  in  the  War  Office,  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  do  not  anticipate  any  difficulty  in  providing  boys  to  fill 
such  situations  temporarily  in  accordance  with  Clause  9  of  the  Order  in 
Council  of  12th  February  1876.

I  am  directed  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  to  state, 
for  the  information  of  Mr.  Secretary  Hardy,  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  8th  ultimo, 
that  my  Lords  see  no  objection  to  the  employment  of  boy  clerks  in  place  of  men 
copyists  in  those  cases  where  the  employment  is  likely  to  he  continuous. 

A  boy  clerk  is  a  person  who  is  selected  by  open  competition  in  his  16th  year,  and 
is  qualified  for  employment  in  that  character  until  the  end  of  his  19th  year,  but  no 
longer.  During  that  time,  however,  he  holds  an  appointment  in  the  office  where  he 
is  employed,  and  differs  in  this  respect  from  mere  copyists. 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  having  been  consulted  by  my  Lords,  state  that, 
from  the  experience  they  have  had  in  their  own  office,  boy  clerks  might,  in  their 
opinion,  in  many  cases  be  employed  with  advantage  in  substitution  for  men  copyists. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  boy  clerks  cost  not  much  more  than  half  as  much  as 
men  copyists,  and  that  the  examination  which  they  undergo  offers  a  superior  test 
of  education. 

It  would  not,  however,  be  consistent  with  what  my  Lords  understand  to  be  the 
scope  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  12th  February  1876  that  youths  thus  selected 
should,  as  a  rule,  be  taken  in  and  discharged  just  as  there  might  be  work  for  them 
to  do.  They  Bhould  be  substituted  for  men  copyists  only  to  the  extent  of  the  minimum 
number  of  the  latter  which  can  be  reckoned  upon  as  constant  The  mention  of 
temporary  service  in  Clause  9  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  12th  February  1876  had 
reference,  my  Lords  presume,  to  service  under  Temporary  Commissions,  &c,  or 
occasionally  m  the  permanent  offices  of  the  State  where  such  service  is  of  a  nature 
to  demand  qualifications  superior  to  those  of  which  writers  have  given  proof,  and  is 
suitable  to  be  undertaken  by  successful  competitors  (men  or  boys)  for  the  lower 
division  after  they  have  passed  their  examinations,  but  before  they  have  received 
permanent  appointments. 

While,  however,  this  is  the  view  which  my  Lords  take  of  the  general  scope  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  12th  February  1876,  it  is  proper  to  add  that  Ihey  have  recently 
been  in  communication  with  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  upon  the  subject  of 
rendering  provisionally  available  as  temporary  copyists  such  of  the  men  and  boys  as, 
having  passed  the  examination  for  the  lower  division,  have  not  yet  been  appointed 
to  situations. 

Such  of  them  as  may  choose  to  take  this  sort  of  provisional  employment  will  be  at 
liberty  to  do  so,  but  they  will  be  on  precisely  the  same  footing  as  to  pay,  &c.  as 
registered  Civil  Service  copyists,  whether  men  or  boys,  when  so  employed,  except

My  Lords  think  that  the  best  way  to  carry  into  effect  the  suggestion  in  the  letter  Division  boy 
under  reply  will  be  to  propose  to  the  Treasury  the  creation  of  as  many  boy  clerkships  clerks  for 
as  answer  to  somewhat  less  than  die  minimum  number  of  temporary  copyists  which  temporary 
have  been  constantly  engaged  in  the  War  Office  during  the  last  (say)  tiro  years,  and  Copyists, 
then  when  my  Lords  have  approved  of  the  number,  to  apply  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  for  boy  clerks  to  fill  up  the  situations  created  conformably  to  articles 
5,  9, 11,  and  15  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  18th  February  1876.  m 

In  connexion  with  this  proposal,  special  attention  should  be  paid  to  article  19  of 
the  same  Order.  A.  man  copyist  costs  as  long  as  he  is  retained  about  the  same  as  a 
lower  division  clerk  during  his  first  three  years,  but  he  is  always  removable  on 
a  certain  notice.  Boys  should  not  be  employed  except  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  some  thoroughly  trustworthy  established  clerk.  A  boy  clerk  costs  from 
14s.  to  17*.  per  week.  A  boy  writer  begins  at  lis.  per  week  (86  hours),  but  his 
increment  It.  &£,  instead  of  It.  per  week  per  annum,  is  greater  than  that  of  a  boy 
clerk.  The  boy  clerk  in  each  of  his  four  years  receives  severally  14*.,  15*.,  16*.,  and 
17s.  per  week,  the  boy  copyist  12*.,  13*.  &*.,  15*.,  16*.  64.,  the  respective  rates  per 
annum  being  86/.  lot.,  39/.  2*.  lrf.,  41/.  14*.  3rf.,  44/.  6*.  Sd.  (average  40/.)  for  boy 
clerks,  and  81/.  5*.  8rf.,  35/.  8*.  10cf.,  89/.  St.  Id.,  and  43/.  0*.  3d.  (average  87/.)  for 
boy  copyists.  The  difference  is  not  very  material,  and  the  choice  between  the  two 
classes  should  primarily  depend  on  the  character  of  the  employment  as  suitable  for 
boys,  and  as  a  training,  as  well  as  on  its  probable  permanence.

1.  Vacancies  for  appointments  as  engineer  students  in  the  dockyards  are  open  to 
public  competition.  The  dockyard  at  which  engineer  students  are  entered  each  year 
will  be  fixed  by  their  Lordships. 
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2.  The  list  of  candidates  for  these  appointment*  will  be  kept  at  the  Admiralty  in 
London.    All  applications  for  the  forms  to  be  filled  up  by  persons  who  wish  to 
compete  most  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  before  the  1st  of  March  in  Revised 
each  year.  tfon»Jbr 

3.  Candidates  mast  not  be  less  than  fourteen  nor  more  than  sixteen  yean  of  age  necp 
on  the  first  day  of  the  examination.  Proof  of  age  will  be  required  by  the  production 
of  a  certificate  of  birth.  A  declaration  before  a  magistrate,  accompanied  br  a 
certificate  of  baptism,  will  be  accepted  in  those  cases  only  in  which  it  is  impossible 
to  procure  a  certificate  of  birth.  A  certificate  of  baptism  cannot  be  accepted  under 
any  other  circumstances.  Evidence  of  respectability  and  good  character  must  alto 
be  produced.    All  candidates  must  be  children  of  British  subjects. 

4.  Candidates  are  to  understand  clearly  that  they  will  be  first  required  to  satisf 
the  Admiralty  as  regards  their  age,  respectability,  good  character,  and  physical 
fitness,  before  they  can  be  considered  eligible  for  entry  into  the  dockyard,  and  if 
these  conditions  are  satisfactory,  they  will  then  be  examined  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  in  educational  subjects. 

5.  Candidates  in  or  near  London  will  be  medically  examined  by  the  medical 
Director- General  of  the  Navy  at  the  Admiralty.  Those  residing  near  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  dockyards,  or  one  of  the  first  reserve  ships,  or  drill  ships  of  the  Royal 
Naval  Reserve,  will  be  examined  by  the  medical  officers  attached  thereto.  Special 
arrangements  will  be  made,  if  necessary,  on  application,  with  reference  to  candidates 
from  more  distant  localities.  The  medical  examination  will  be  conducted  in  all 
respects  in  strict  accordance  with  the  instructions  for  the  examination  of  persons  for 
admission  into  the  naval  service.  All  candidates  must  produce  certificates  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  examining  medical  officers  that  they  have  been  re-vaccinated,  or 
they  must  be  re-vaccinated  before  they  can  be  considered  eligible  for  entry  into  the 
dockyard. 

6.  The  examination  will  commence  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year,  and 
will  be  held  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in  London,  Liverpool,  Portsmouth, 
Devonport,  Bristol,  Leeds,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen, 
Dublin,  Belfast,  and  Cork.

Candidates  will  also  be  tested  as  to  their  ability  to  read  aloud  with  clearness, 
distinctness,  and  accuracy,  and  without  hesitation.  Stammering,  or  any  imperfection 
of  utterance,  will  be  regarded  as  a  disqualification. 

8.  Candidates  who  fail  to  pass  in  the  first  four  subjects  (those  marked  with  an 
asterisk),  or  in  reading  aloud,  will  be  disqualified,  and  their  other  papers  will  not  be 
examined.  The  candidates  who  obtain  not  less  than  750  marks  in  the  aggregate 
will  be  classed  in  one  general  list  in  order  of  merit,  according  to  the  number  of  marks 
gained,  and  will  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  engineer  students  in  one  of  the 
dockyards,  according  to  the  number  of  appointments  which  it  may  decided  to  make 
that  year.

14.  Three  weeks  leave  (18  working  days)  on  full  pay  will  be  granted  each  year  to 
all  engineer  students  whose  conduct  and  progress  have  been  satisfactory.  This 
leave  is  to  be  taken  during  the  school  vacation  a  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas. 

15.  Engineer  students  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  captain  of  the  steam 
reserve  and  a  staff  of  competent  officers,  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
their  Lordships  may  deem  necessary. 

16.  Special  regulations  will  be  made  for  enginer  students  in  the  dockyards,  so  as 
to  make  a  distinction  between  them  and  the  workmen. 

17.  Engineer  students  will  remain  for  six  years  at  one  of  the  dockyards  for 
practical  training  in  the  workshops,  and  to  receive  instruction  in  iron  shipbuilding. 
While  the  engineer  students  are  being  instructed  in  iron  shipbuilding  they  are  to  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  chief  constructor.  They  will  attend  the  dockyard 
schools  for  such  periods,  and  to  pursue  such  studies  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
determined  on ;  they  will  also  pass  a  portion  of  their  time  in  the  drawing  office. 
Means  will  be  afforded  them  of  acquiring  the  groundwork  of  the  knowledge  required 
by  a  naval  engineer  respecting  the  working  of  marine  engines  and  boilers,  including 
those  repairs  which  can  be  carried  out  afloat,  the  practical  use  of  the  various 
instruments  used  in  the  engine  room,  including  the  indicator,  and  of  becoming 
generally  acquainted  with  the  duties  of  a  naval  engineer. 

18.  Engineer  students  will  be  examined  once  a  year  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  Royal  Naval  College.  They  will  be  examined  by  the  engineer 
officers  of  the  Admiralty  at  the  end  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  3  ears  of  their 
service  as  to  their  practical  acquirements  and  knowledge  of  steam  machinery.  Two 
prises  will  be  given  annually  at  each  dockyard  to  the  engineer  students  most  highly 
reported  on  as  regards  their  skill  as  workmen.  Practical  engineering  will  be  con- 
sidered an  essential  subject  at  examinations,  and  in  the  lists  showing  the  results  of 
examinations  the  numbers  obtained  in  practical  subjects  u  ill  be  shown  distinct  from 
those  obtained  in  educational  subjects.  No  engineer  student  will  be  granted  a 
qualifying,  certificate  for  entry  at  the  Royal  Naval  College  unless  he  obtains  at  least 
60  per  cent,  of  the  total  nuralwr  of  marks  for  practical  engineering  on  his  final 
examination,  and  also  displays  *a  competent  knowledge  of  the  subjects  taught  in  the 
dockyard  schools. 

19.  The  examination  of  the  sixth  year  students  is  to  be  held  in  time  for  the  neces- 
sary certificates  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Admiralty  on  or  before  the  23rd  June  in  each 
year,  and  it  will  include  tests  of  their  skill  as  workmen.  Those  found  qualified  will, 
on  the  completion  of  their  term  of  service  at  the  dockyards,  proceed  to  the  Koyal 
Naval  College  at  Greenwich  as  acting  assistant  engineers  on  probation  on  the 
1st  October  succeeding  the  examination,  where  they  will  pass  through  a  course  of 
higher  instruction. 

20.  Those  engineer  students  who  fail  to  pass  the  examination  at  the  end  of  their 
six  years'  service  will  be  allowed  to  remain  one  year  longer  at  the  dockyards,  and 
will  then  be  re-examined,  when,  if  they  are  unable  to  pass,  they  will  cease  to  be 
eligible  for  the  rank  of  naval  engineer.  The  pay  of  a  student  during  6uch  year  of 
probation  will  be  the  same  as  during  the  sixth  year.

All  will  be  examined  under  the  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  Royal  Naval  College  on  the  completion  of  their  course  at 
Greenwich,  and  will  receive  certificates  according  to  their  merit,  in  three  classes. 
Those  who  obtain  first  class  certificates  will  receive  commissions  dated  the  same  day 
as  their  acting  appointments.  Those  who  obtain  second  class  certificates  win 
receive  commissions  dated  six  months  after  the  date  of  their  acting  appointments, 
and  those  who  obtain  third  class  certificates  will  receive  commissions  dated  the 
day  after  their  discharge  from  the  Royal  Naval  College.  The  additional  time  given 
for  first  class  certificates  and  second  class  certificates  will  reckon  in  all  respects  as 
time  served  as  assistant  engineer. 

24.  Two  assistant  engineers  will  be  selected  annually  from  those  who  take  the 
highest  place  at  the  examination  on  the  completion  of  their  course  at  Greenwich,  to 
pass  through  a  further  course  of  scientific  instruction  if  they  desire  it.

29.  Copies  of  the  authorised  text  books  necessary  for  use  in  the  dockyard  schools 
will  be  supplied  gratuitously  to  the  engineer  students,  but  all  losses  will  have  to  be 
made  good.

34.  Malformation  of  the  head,  with  a  dry,  harsh,  divergent  state  or  the  hair  of  the 
scalp,  fracture  or  depression  of  the  bones  of  the  skull,  disordered  intellect,  imbe- 
cility, epilepsy,  paralysis,  or  impediment  of  speech. 

85.  Blindness  or  defective  vision,  as  tested  by  Snellen's  test  types,  in  one  or  both 
eyes,  fistula  lachrymalis,  and  ptosis. 

86.  Impaired  hearing,  or  discharge  from  one  or  both  ears,  disease  or  thickening 
of  the  lining  membrane  of  the  external  ear. 

37.  Disease  of  the  bones  of  the  nose  or  of  its  cartilages,  and  polypus. 

88.  Disease  of  the  throat,  palate,  or  tonsils  ;  unsound  teeth,  offensive  breath  from 
constitutional  causes,  unhealthy  gums,  scrofulous  diseases  of  the  glands  of  the  throat 
or  neck,  external  cicatrices  from  scrofulous  sores. 

39.  Functional  or  organic  disease  of  the  heart  or  blood  vessels,  deformity  or 
contraction  of  the  chest,  flattening  of  the  sub-clavicular  regions,  phthisis,  haemo- 
ptysis, bronchitis,  dyspnoea,  aphonia,  chronic  cough,  or  other  symptoms  of  tubercular 
exudation  into  the  pulmonary  tissues. 

40.  Swelling  or  distension  of  the  abdomen,  undue  obesity,  disease  or  enlargement 
of  the  liver,  spleen,  or  kidneys.  Rupture,  weakness  or  distension  of  the  abdominal 
rings ;  vesical  weakness,  or  incontinence.

Apprentices.  2.  The  lists  of  candidates  for  these  situations  are  kept  at  the  Admiralty  in  London, 

and  by  the  superintendents  of  the  dockyards  named  in  paragraph  1,  to  whom  all 
applications  must  be  sent  in  before  the  1st  of  March  in  each  year. 

8.  The  candidates  must  not  be  less  than  14  nor  more  than  15  years  of  age  on  the 
first  day  of  the  examination.  Proof  of  age  will  be  required  by  the  production  of  a 
certificate  of  birth.  A  declaration  before  a  magistrate,  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
of  baptism,  will  be  accepted  in  those  cases  only  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  procure 
a  certificate  of  birth.  A  certificate  of  baptism  cannot  be  accepted  under  any  other 
circumstances.  The  superintendent  of  the  dockyard  is  to  take  particular  care  that 
no  boy's  name  is  forwarded  to  the  Admiralty  for  examination  unless  his  age  is 
within  the  prescribed  limits. 

4.  Candidates  will  be  first  required  to  satisfy  the  superintendents  of  the  dockyards 
as  regards  their  age,  respectability,  good  character,  and  physical  fitness  before  they 
can  be  considered  eligible  for  entry  into  the  dockyard.  Candidates  in  or  near 
London,  and  who  elect  to  be  examined  in  London,  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the 
Admiralty  on  the  points  named  above;  If  these  conditions  are  satisfactory,  they 
will  then  be  examined  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in  educational  subjects. 
All  candidates  must  be  children  of  British  subjects.

8.  Candidates  who  fail  to  pass  the  first  three  subjects  will  be  disqualified,  and 
their  other  papers  will-not  be  examined.  The  candidates  who  display  a  competent 
knowledge  of  all  the  subjects  named  in  paragraph  7  will  be  eligible  for  appointment 
in  the  various  trades,  according  to  their  position  on  the  examination  lists  at  the 
several  dockyards,  and  to  the  number  of  appointments  which  it  may  be. decided  to 
make  that  year. 

9.  Apprentices  will  be  bound  by  indentures  to  serve  for  seven  years,  and  no  can- 
didate "will  be  entered  unless  some  relative  or  friend  is  able  and  willing  to  undertake 
the  duty  of  the  second  party  to  the  indenture  as  to  the  support,  &c,  of  the  Appren- 
tice during  his  apprenticeship.

Regulations  under  which  Gentlemen  are  to  be  admitted  as  Cadets  of  Royal 
Irish  Constabulary. 

I. — The  candidate  for  a  cadetship  in  the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  will  be  required 
to  be  at  least  5  feet  5  inches  in  height,  and  to  pass  the  medical  examination  of  the 
surgeon  of  the  force.  He  must  be  in  good  health  and  free  from  any  physical  defect 
of  body,  impediment  of  speech,  defect  of  sight  or  hearing,  and  also  from  any  disposi- 
tion to  constitutional  or  hereditary  disease,  or  weakness  of  any  kind,  and  must  be  in 
all  respects  well-developed. 

IL — The  candidate  must  be  unmarried,  and  between  the  ages  of  21  and  26  years. 
If  a  candidate  can  show  specially  qualifying  service  as  an  officer  in  the  army,  navy, 
or  in  a  police  force,  he  may  be  admitted  up  to  the  age  of  28. 

III. — The  candidate  will  be  required  to  produce  a  certified  copy  of  the  registry  of 
his  birth  or  some  other  satisfactory  proof  of  his  age,  and  a  certificate  of  his  moral 
character  from  the  clergyman  of  his  church  in  the  parish  in  which  he  resides,  or 
from  two  magistrates  of  the  county. 

IV. — Every  gentleman  on  being  nominated  for  a  cadetship  will  receive  intimation 
of  the  day  on  which  he  ought  to  present  himself  at  Dublin  Castle  to  go  through  a 
competitive  examination  witn  other  candidates  for  the  appointment.

VI. — The  cadet  will  be  borne  on  the  strength  of  the  reserve  as  a  constable,  but 
trill  be  allowed  to  occupy  the  quarters,  wear  the  undress  uniform,  and  perform  the 
duties  of  an  officer.

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  3rd  August  last,  enclosing 
copy  of  the  regulations  under  which  gentlemen  are  to  be  admitted  as 
cadets  of  Royal  Irish  Constabulary,  and  to  my  reply  of  13th  August 
intimating  the  willingness  of  this  Board  to  conduct,  in  accordance  with 
these  regulations,  the  examination  of  the  candidates  who  may  in  future 
be  nominated  to  compete  for  the  situations  in  question, 

I  am  directed  to  state  that,  inquiries  having  been  addressed  to  them 
on  the  subject,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  would  be  glad  to  be 
informed  of  the  wishes  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  upon  the  following 
points: — 

(1.)  The  Commissioners  have  some  doubt  from  the  tenor  of  the 
first  three  regulations  whether  it  is  still  intended  that  they  should 
satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  eligibility  of  candidates  in  respect  of  age, 
health,  and  character.  They  will  of  course  be  prepared,  if  desired,  to 
continue  the  existing  practice  in  this  respect,  supplementing  whenever 
it  may  appear  to  be  neeessary  the  evidence  described  in  Regulations  I. 
and  III.,  with  such  additional  testimony  as  their  own  inquiries  may 
elicit. 

(2.)  The  Commissioners  presume  that  the  first  nine  subjects  men- 
tioned in  Regulation  V.  are  intended  to  be,  as  they  have  hitherto  been, 
obligatory,  a  competent  knowledge  of  each  being  essential  to  success. 
They  would,  however,  be  glad  to  be  informed  whether  this  impression 
is  correct,  and  also  whether  any  (and,  if  any,  which)  of  the  three  addi- 
tional subjects  should  be  regarded  in  the  same  light.  With  respect  to 
Latin,  it  may  be  as  well  to  observe  that  in  most  of  the  examinations 
where  that  subject  is  prescribed  the  usual  course  is  to  limit  the  obli- 
gatory test  to  translation  into  English ;  exercises  in  composition  being 
reserved  for  the  optional  portion  of  the  scheme.

**  by  a  person  previously  serving  in  the  same  department."  If  the 
answer  to  this  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  Commissioners  consider 
that  the  situation  is  ipso  facto  in  Schedule  B.  of  the  Order  in  Council 
of  4th  June  1870,  and  therefore  wholly  excepted  from  its  operation. 

The  expediency  of  the  custom  itself  in  each  particular  case  appears  to 
the  Commissioners  to  be  a  distinct  question  which  the  heads  of  depart-   • 
ments  and  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  have  exclusively  the  power  to 
decide.

Turkey,  Persia,  and  Egypt.  I  enclose  a  paper  stating  the  proposed 
terms  of  service  for  the  student  dragomans,  and  I  am  to  request  you  to 
move  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for 
holding  an  open  competitive  examination  for  their  selection  at  as  early 
a  date  as  they  may  consider  expedient.

Extbact  from  a  Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  Foreign 
Office,  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury. 
(  Communicated  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  by  the  Treasury, 
13M  July  1877.) 

My  Lords,  21st  May  1877. 

My  attention  has  been  frequently  directed  by  the  events  which 
have  occurred  during  the  last  two  years  in  the  east  of  Europe  to  the 
constitution  of  the  consular  and  interpretorial  staff  maintained  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government  in  Turkey.  Great  interest  in  the  subject  has 
also  been  shown  by  Parliament  and  the  public,  and  I  consider  that  Her 
Majesty's  Government  ought  not  any  longer  to  delay  taking  steps  to 
strengthen  and  improve  those  branches  of  the  service. 

While  a  certain  number  of  new  consular  posts  is  required,  it  is  of 
still  more  importance  that  the  system  should  be  reorganised  with  a 
view  to  greater  efficiency,  and  to  the  employment  of  persons  born 
and  educated  in  this  country  and  specially  trained  for  service  in  the 
East. 

As  a  first  step  the  consular  officers  and  dragomans  should  be  amalga- 
mated, and  they  should  eventually  be  formed  into  a  regular  service 
divided  into  grades  according  to  the  system  in  force  in  China  and 
Japan.  Admission  to  this  service  would  be  obtained  by  open  compe- 
tition only,  and  the  successful  candidates  would  be  sent  out  to  Turkey 
as  student  dragomans,  and  placed,  while  pursuing  their  studies,  under 
the  superintendence  of  a  member  of  Her  Majesty's  embassy.  They 
would  receive  during  that  time  salary  at  the  rate  of  200/.  a  year,  with 
lodging  andlnstruction.  At  the  end  of  two  years,  or  earlier  if  possible, 
they  would  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  before  being  employed 
as  assistant  dragomans  at  the  embassy  or  consulates,  and  if,  at  the  end 
of  that  time,  they  had  shown  no  aptitude  their  services  would  be  dis- 
pensed with.

Student  Dragomans. 

The  Earl  of  Derby  has  decided,  with  a  view  to  the  reorganisation  of  the  Consular 
Service  in  Turkey,  Persia,  and  Egypt,  to  institute  a  corps  of  student  dragomans,  to 
be  selected  by  open  competition,  and  instructed  in  Oriental  languages  at  the  public 
expense. 

It  is  intended  that  the  dragoman  and  consular  services  in  those  countries  should 
eventually  be  amalgamated,  and  that  admission  to  them  should  be  obtained  by 
passing  through  the  grade  of  student  dragoman. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  under  which  candidates  will  be  appointed  :  — 

1.  The  office  of  student  dragoman  has  been  instituted  to  supply  Her  Majesty's 
missions  and  consulates  in  Turkey,  Persia,  and  Egypt  with  persons  versed  in  the 
languages  of  those  countries,  and  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of  interpreters 
and  consular  officers. 

2.  Student  dragomans  are  selected  by  open  competition,  after  examination  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners,  who  will  give  public  notice  beforehand  of  the  subjects 
of  such  examination,  and  of  the  time  when  it  will  be  held. 

8.  The  student  dragomans,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  appointment,  will  pro- 
ceed to  Constantinople,  where  they  will  be  under  the  orders  of  Her  Majesty's 
Ambassador,  and  of  a  member  of  the  Embassy  specially  appointed  to  superintend 
them.  They  will  be  provided,  at  the  public  expense,  with  lodgings  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Constantinople,  and  also  with  instruction  in  languages. 

4.  The  salary  of  the  student  dragomans  is  fixed  at  the  rate  of  200/.  a  year,  com- 
mencing 10  days  previously  to  the  date  of  their  departure  from  England.  A  passage 
to  Constantinople  is  provided  for  them  at  the  public  expense. 

5.  Student  dragomans  will  be  required,  before  leaving  England,  to  execute  a  bond 
for  the  payment  of  500/.  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  in  the  event  of  their  leaving 
the  service  of  their  own  free  will,  or  being  discharged  from  it  for  misconduct  or 
incompetence  within  five  years. 

6.  The  student  dragomans  are  to  devote  themselves,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  study 
of  the  Turkish,  Persian,  and  Slav  languages,  and  of  Mussulman  law ;  and  in  the 
next  place  they  are  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  public  service.  They  will,  when 
qualified,  be  eligible  for  employment  as  dragomans,  and  in  the  consular  service  in 
the  East,  as  vacancies  occur ;  but  they  must  clearly  understand  that  their  retention 
and  advancement  in  the  service  will  depend  entirely  on  the  ability  which  they  may 
show  after  their  arrival  in  Turkey,  and  on  their  general  steadiness  and  good 
conduct. 

7.  Candidates  must  be  natural-born  subjects  of  Her  Majesty,  must  not  be  under 
18  or  over  24  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  examination,  and  must  be  unmarried. 
They  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  that  they  are 
physically  qualified  for  service  in  eastern  countries. 

8.  The  examination  will  be  in  the  following  subjects,  vis. : — 

Obligatory, — Handwriting,  orthography,  and  reading  aloud ;  arithmetic,  including 
vulgar  and  decimal  fractions ;  English  composition ;  French ;  Latin. 

Optional. — Ancient  Greek,  Italian,  German.

21,  certain  officers  on  the  staff  of  the  metropolitan  police  were  de- 
clared to  be  entitled  to  superannuation  under  the  Civil  Service  Superannuation  Act, 
all  persons  so  employed  were  civil  servants  of  Her  Majesty,  and,  as  such,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Order  in  Council. 

They  agree  with  Mr.  Cross  in  thinking  the  assumption  erroneous,  but  they  would 
have  been  disposed  to  hold  that  the  regulations  which  the  Secretary  of  State  is  em- 
powered to  make  by  the  Metropolitan  Police  Staff  Superannuation  Act,  1875  (38  &  39 
Vict.  c.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letters  of  the  5th  and  20th  instant  (No.  39,164) 
relative  to  the  examination  of  persons  hereafter  to  be  appointed  to 
situations  in  the  offices  of  the  Commissioner  and  Receiver  of  Metropolitan 
Police. 

From  correspondence  which  has  passed  between  the  Home  Office  and 
the  Treasury  on  the  subject  (copy  of  which  has  been  furnished  to  this 
Department),  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  understand  it  to  be  the 
Secretary  of  State's  desire  that  the  examination  of  all  such  persons 
should  be  conducted  by  this  Board,  though  both  Mr.  Cross  and  the 
Lords  of  the  Treasury  appear  to  consider  that  the  situations  referred  to 
are  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Order  in  Council  under  which 
the  Commissioners  act. 

With  reference  to  this  latter  point,  I  am  to  observe  that  the  Commis- 
sioners have  already,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  addressed  to  them  by  the 
Controller  and  Auditor  General,  expressed  an  opposite  opinion.  The 
considerations  by  which  they  think  this  view  may  be  justified  are 
mainly  these,  viz. : — 

(1.)  That  a  part  at  least  of  the  fund  out  of  which  the  salaries  of  the 
two  departments  in  question  are  paid  may  consist  of  money  voted  by 
Parliament,  while  the  remainder  is  raised  by  a  public  rate  levied,  not 
by  parochial  or  municipal  authorities,  but  by  officers  appointed  by  the 
Crown ;  and 

(2.)  That  the  superannuation  allowances  authorised  by  the  Act  of 
38  &  39  Vict.  c.  28.  are  to  be  given  on  the  like  conditions  as  are  in 
force  with  respect  to  persons  in  the  permanent  Civil  Service  of  the 
State,  one  of  which  conditions  is  that  a  certificate  of  qualification  should 
have  been  granted  by  this  Board — granted,  i.e.,  under  the  Order  in 
Council  by  which  the  Board's  proceedings  are  regulated. 

The  Commissioners  are  not  disposed,  in  opposition  to  the  weightier 
judgment  of  Mr.  Cross  and  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  to  press  their  own 
opinion,  and  they  are  therefore  prepared  to  treat  the  situations  in 
question  as  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Order  above  mentioned.

Adopting  this  view,  the  Commissioners  will  gladly  undertake,  in  com- 
pliance with  Mr.  Cross'  request,  although  not  falling  within  their 
ordinary  functions,  the  examination  of  candidates  for  these  situations  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  set  forth  in  your  letters. 

It  may  be  desirable,  however,  to  explain  that  in  this  and  similar  cases 
where  the  Commissioners  feel  at  liberty  to  conduct  examinations  for  the 
satisfaction  of  heads  of  departments,  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  issue 
"  certificates  of  qualification  "  such  as  would  satisfy  the  requirements  of 
the  17th  Clause  of  the  Superannuation  Act,  1869.  Their  usual  course 
is  to  supply  information  of  the  result  in  the  form  of  a  letter  or  report, 
and  they  hope  that  Mr.  Cross*  object  will  be  sufficiently  attained  by 
the  adoption  of  this  course  in  the  case  of  his  nominees. 

With  regard  to  the  last  paragraph  of  your  letter,  I  am  to  state  that 
the  Commissioners  propose  to  give  effect  to  Mr.  Cross'  wishes  by 
treating  as  not  obligatory  subjects  5,  6,  and  7  in  the  scheme  for  clerks 
in  the  Receiver's  Office. 

It  only  remains  to  add  that  in  cases  falling  clearly  under  the  Order

Monsieur  lb  Mimbtrb,  Paris,  le  9  Join  1877. 

La  commission  nominee  snr  votre  proposition  par  M.  le  President  de  la  Repub- 
lique,  et  chargee  de  reviser,  conformement  i  Particle  9  da  decret  da  1"  Fevrier  1877, 
les  programmes  des  ezamens  pour  l'admission  aux  grades  d'attache*  paye\  de  secre- 
taire de  3e  classe,  et  d'eleve  consul,  s'est  reunie  le  14  Mars  dernier. 

Le  rapport  qui  precldait  le  decret  du  1"  Fevrier,  et  qui  en  exposait  les  principales 
dispositions,  disait  qu'elles  avaient  pour  but  "  d'imprimer  pins  d'unite'  an  travail  des 
"  bureaux  par  le  rapprochement  des  deux  grands  sendees  diplomatique  et  consu- 
"  laire,  de  rlgulariser  le  passage  de  Tun  dans  l'antre,  selon  les  aptitudes  speciales 
"  des  agents,  d'entourer  les  deux  carrieres,  a  l'entree  mftme,  de  pins  de  garanties, 
"  et  de  mettre  ainsi  le  departement  tout  entier  en  &at  de  suffire  a  la  multiplicity 
«  comme  a  rimportance  des  affaires  d'ordre  politique  et  d'ordre  economique,  dont 
"  r&ude  et  la  discussion  lui  sont  confines." 

La  commission  s'est  inspiree  des  mAmes  pensles,  et  e'est  dans  cet  esprit  qu'elle  a 
poursuivi  les  travaux  dont  elle  vous  presente  aujourd'hui  les  resultats. 

Sa  premiere  preoccupation  a  &e*  de  se  rendre  compte  des  connaissances  generales 
et  des  connaissances  professionnelles  que  doivent  necessairement  poateVler  les  jeunes 
gens  qui  se  destinent  a  la  carriere  diplomatique  on  a  la  carriere  consulaire.  1a 
commission  s'est,  a  cet  effet,  divisee  en  deux  sous-commissions  qui  ont  £te*  chargees 
de  preparer  deux  projets  de  programme,  Tun  pour  les  examens  diplomatique*,  l'antre 
pour  les  examens  consulaires.  La  comparaison  de  ces  deux  projets  a  demontre"  a 
la  commission  la  necessity  de  r&liger  deux  programmes  difiSrents.  Ces  deux  pro- 
grammes reposent  sur  un  fond  coinmun  de  connaissances  generales,  qui  sont  aussi 
indispensables  aux  attaches  diplomatiques  qu'aux  attaches  consulaires.  Mais  il  Itait 
impossible,  sans  exagerer  la  difficulty  des  Spreuves  et  sans  leur  enlever  le  caractdre 
professionnel  qu'elles  doivent  conserver,  d'exiger  des  attaches  diplomatiques  one 
connaissance  des  matieres  commerciales  de  l'examen  aussi  approfondie  que  eelle 
qu'on  est  en  droit  d'exiger  des  attaches  consulaires  et  d'impoter  a  ces  derniers 
certaines  epreuves  speciales  que  doivent  au  contraire  subir  lea  attaches  diplomatiques. 
II y  avait  done  lieu,  tout  en  faisant  porter  les  deux  examens  sur  les  memes  objets, 
de  distribuer  les  matieres  des  deux  programmes  d'une  maniere  differente  et  de  leur 
donner  une  importance  relative  appropriee  au  caractere  particulier  de  chaenne  dea 
deux  carrieres. 

Toutefois,  si  l'eoonouiie  des  deux  programmes  devait  etre  differente,  il  n'y  avait 
aucune  raison  de  ne  point  adopter  les  memes  dispositions  pour  la  forme  des  deux 
examens.  En  consequence,  la  commission  a  prepare  un  projet  d'arr&te'  determinant 
les  conditions  communes  des  deux  examens,  et  elle  y  a  joint  les  programmes  des 
epreuves  a  imposer  aux  deux  classes  de  candidate 

La  commission  a  pense*  que  des  examens  periodiques  auraient  de  grands  avantages 
pour  les  candidats,  qui  seraient  ainsi  avertis  d'avance  de  l'epoque  a  laquelle  'Hb 
pourraient  se  presenter  aux  epreuves.  Elle  propose  qu'il  y  ait  tons  les  ans  une 
session  d'examen  dans  le  courant  des  deux  derniers  mois  die  l'annee.    Comme  les 
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neoesrites  du  service  peuvent  exiger  des  sessions  Bupplementairei,  le  projet  d'arrete'  Fosxxok 
laisse  au  ministre  des  affaires  Itrangeres  le  soin  d'y  pourvoir  dans  certaines  condi-  Omos. 
tions  de'terminees.  — _ 

La  periodicity  et  la  frequence  des  sessions  ne  seraient  pas  sans  inconvenients,  si  French  Diplo- 
les  candidate  pouvaient  md^finiment  se  presenter  aux  examens.    II  a  semble*  utile  Tnttfic  and  Con- 
de  declarer  qu'apres  deux  tentative*  infructueuses  lea  candidats  devraient  renonoer  solar  Services  " 
a  one  carriere  pour  laquelle  ils  n'auraient  point  manifesto*  des  aptitudes  suffisantes. 
Mais,  s'il  y  a  lieu  d'interdire  aux  candidats  de  se  presenter  plus  de  deux  fois  au 
meme  examen,  il  semble  juste  d'encourager  ceux  d'entre  eux  qui  desireraient  se 
presenter  succeasivement  aux  deux  examens  afin  d'obtenir  un  double  certificat 
d'aptitude.    La  commission  ne  doute  pas  que  ce  temoignage  de  zele  et  d'intelligence 
n'assure  a  ceux  qui  sauraient  le  conquerir  des  titres  particuliers  a  la  bienveillance  du 
departement. 

Comme  il  y  a  deux  programmes,  il  est  necessaire  qu'il  y  ait  deux  jurys.  La 
commission  propose  de  laisser  au  ministre  le  soin  de  les  composer ;  mais,  conformS- 
ment  aux  precedents  et  au  caractere  professionnel  des  examens,  elle  limit©  aux 
f onctionnaires  les  plus  eleves  en  grade  du  departement  des  affaires  6trangeres  les 
penonnes  parmi  les-melles  les  membres  du  jury  doivent  dtre  cboisis.  Les  cadres 
traces  par  le  projet  de  la  commission  sont  assez  larges  pour  que  tons  les  grands 
serrices  du  departenent  a  1'inteneur  et  a  I'exterieur  puissent  toujour*,  selon  leur 
importance  relative,  etre  representee  dans  le  jury.  Les  programmes  constituant  des 
avantages  marquee  aux  candidats  qui  connattraient  des  langues  Itrangeres  autres 
que  cellea  qui  sont  exigees,  la  commission  a  era  devoir  indiquer  que,  dans  le  cas  ou 
le  jury  en  ferait  la  demande,  le  ministre  pourrait,  pour  cette  partie  suppllmentaire 
des  epreuves,  adjoindre  aux  examinateurs  des  professeurs  speciaux.  * 

Les  examens  institute  par  le  decret  du  1"  Fe*vrier  ne  sont  point  des  concoun. 
Plusieurs  membres  de  la  commission  ont,  a  ce  propos,  exprime*  le  regret  que  les 
concours  institute  par  l'arrete*  de  1868  n'eussent  pas  6te*  mamtenus  par  le  decret  du 
1"  Fevrier  1877  pour  la  carriere  consulaire  et  n'aient  pas  6t£  Itendus  a  la  carriere 
diplomatique.  La  majority  de  la  commission  n'a  pas  partage*  cette  opinion  ;  elle  a 
pens£  que  le  ministre  s'£tait,  avec  raison,  reserve  la  liberty  de  choisir  parmi  les 
surnumeraires  pourvus  du  certificat  d'aptitude  ceux  qui,  dans  des  circonstances 
donnees,  lui  paraissent  les  plus  aptes  a  remplir  les  postes  vacants.  Mais  sans  pr£- 
tendre  limiter  aucunement  l'exercice  legitime  de  Pautorite*  du  ministre  et  tout  en 
appreciant  les  considerations  qui  peuvent  a  juste  titre  l'en^ager  a  tenir  compte  des 
qualites  personnelles  des  surnumeniires,  la  commission  croit  qu'il  serait  bon  d'ac- 
corder  a  ceux  qui  auraient  obtenu  le  certificat  d'aptitude  les  avantages  d'un  classement 
par  ordre  de  merite.  Si  Ton  ne  doit  pas  imposer  au  ministre  les  r&ultats  absolus 
d'un  concours,  il  semble  juste  d'assurer  cette  garantie  tant  au  departement  des 
affaires  £trangeres  qu'aux  jeunes  attaches. 

Le  classement  serait  fait  pour  chacune  des  deux  carrieres  d'apres  des  regies  qui 
ont  Ite  tracees  par  la  commission  et  qui  d&erminent  en  meme  temps  l'importance 
relative  des  differentes  parties  du  programme  dans  chaque  examen.  Qaant  a  la 
publicity  des  examens,  elle  a  para  suffisamment  assuree  par  la  faculte*  qui  a  toujours 
&&  laissee  aux  candidats  d'assister  aux  epreuves  orales. 

La  lecture  et  la  comparaison  des  deux  programmes  suffisent  a  en  faire  ressortir 
l'economie.  Pour  le  droit  public,  le  droit  des  gens,  le  droit  international  actuel, 
Fhistoire  diplomatique,  les  affaires  commerciales,  ces  deux  programmes  sont  iden- 
tiques  ;  mais  l'importance  relative  de  ces  differentes  connaissances  n'est  pas  la  meme 
dans  lea  deux  examens :  ainsi,  le  droit  des  gens  et  le  droit  international  d'une  part, 
Fhistoire  diplomatique  d'autre  part,  qui  torment  pour  les  attache's  diplomatiques 
deux  classes  speciales  d' epreuves,  n'en  forment  qu'une  pour  les  attaches  consulaires. 
On  demande  a  ces  derniers  des  notions  detaillees  d'economie  politique,  et  ces  notions 
forment  une  classe  d'epreuves ;  on  ne  demande  aux  attaches  diplomatiques  que  les 
principaux  resultats  de  la  science  des  economistes,  et  ces  notions  ne  forment  dans 
1'examen  qu'ils  auront  a  subir  qu'une  fraction  de  la  connaissance  gen&ale  des 
affaires  commerciales. 

Les  epreuves  professionnelles  pour  les  attaches  consulaires  portent  sur  deux 
ordres  particuliers  de  connaissances:  la  statistique  et  Tadministration  consulaire; 
pour  les  attaches  diplomatiques,  elles  consistent  dans  un  memoire  raisonne*  sur  une 
affaire  dont  le  dossier  est  remis  au  candidat.  La  difference  des  deux  carrieres  et  la 
nature  meme  des  travaux  auxquels  sont  appeles  les  secretaires  de  3e  classe  et  les 
Aleves  consuls  explique  cette  diversity 

Dans  les  deux  programmes  les  langues  e*trangeres  vivantes  occupent  une  place 
tres-large.  Les  programmes  prescrivent  la  connaissance  de  deux  langues.  La  langue 
anglaise  a  paru  indispensable  a  tous  les  agents  du  departement,  mais  les  exigences 
respectives  des  deux  carrieres  ont  conduit  la  commission  a  demander  aux  attaches 
diplomatiques  la  connaissance  de  la  langue  allemande,  tandis  qu'elle  demandait  aux 
attaches  consulaires  la  connaissance  de  la  langue  espagnole.

du  ler  Fevrier.  C'est  ainsi  qu'apres  s'etre  assuree  qu'elle  ne  sortirait  pas  en  cela  de 
ses  attributions,  la  commission  a  etS  amenee  a  appeler  sous  forme  de  vosux  votre 
bienTeillante  attention  sur  plusieurs  observations  qui  lui  ont  paru  interessantes  pour 
le  department  des  affaires  etrangeres. 

L'article  7  du  decret  du  ler  Fevrier  porte  que  les  attaches  dipkwnariqnes  ne  seront 
admis  a  Texamen  qu'apres  deux  annees  de  suraumenriat,  dont  une  au  moms  passee 
a  l'etranger ;  mais  que  ceux  qui,  a  la  date  du  decret,  compteraient  trois  annees  de 
service  dans  les  bureaux,  pourront  etre  dispenses  de  Pannee  de  residence  a  l'etranger. 
La  commission,  tout  en  reconnaissact  en  princine  la  necesshe'  du  sejour  a  l'etranger, 
ne  pouvait  qu'approuver  cette  mesure  transitoire  ;  toutefois,  elle  vous  prie  de  con- 
aiderer  que  ses  travaux  s'etant  prolonges  pendant  plus  de  deux  mois,  on  certain  delai

La  commission  a  pense  qu'il  serait  difficile  de  mettre  en  vigueur  les  noureaox  pro- 
grammes avant  le  mois  de  Novembre  1877.  II  semblait  necessaire,  en  effet,  de  laisser 
aux  eandidats  le  temps  de  preparer  des  examens  qui,  sous  certains  rapports,  pre- 
sentent  un  caractere  different  de  celui  des  examens  precedents.  Dans  le  cas  ou  les 
necessites  du  serrice  exigeraient  qu'il  fut,  avant  la  premiere  session  des  examens, 
pourvu  a  un  poste  de  secretaire  de  3*  classe  dans  les  legations  d'outre-mer,  la  com- 
mission pense  que  le  ministre  pourrait  designer  parmi  les  sumumeraires  nommes 
depuis  trois  ans,  celui  qui  lui  parattrait  le  plus  apte  a  remplir  le  poste  vacant.  Ce 
surnumeraire  devrait  6tre  licencie  en  droit.  D  devrait  en  outre  subir  devant  un  jury 
nomine1  par  le  ministre,  une  epreuve  destinee  a  constater  :  1°  qu'il  sait  deux  langues 
etrangeres  parmi  lesquelles  l'anglais  ou  rallemand ;  2*  qu'il  est  capable  de  reVliger  un 
memoire  sur  un  sujet  .emprunte*  aux  affaires  du  pays  ou  it  a  sejournl  le  plus  longtemps, 
s'il  a  fait  son  stage  a  l'etranger,  ou  aux  affaires  de  la  sous-direction  a  laquelle  il 
apparttent,  s'il  a  fait  son  stage  dans  les  bureaux.  8i  le  surnumeraire  designe*  par  le 
ministre  n'etait  pas  licencie  en  droit,  il  devrait  joindre  a  l'epreuve  ci-dessus  indiquev, 
un  memoire  sur  une  question  de  droit  international  empruntee  au  programme  des 
examens.  Le  surnumeraire  designe  par  le  ministre  serait  seul  admis  A  subir  cette 
epreuve.  S'il  ne  la  subissait  pas  avec  succes,  le  ministre  designerait  un  autre  surnu- 
meraire qui  la  subirait  a  son  tour.  Si  le  surnumeraire  designe  par  le  ministre  et

Les  attaches  consulaires  ne  sont  point  astreints  a  la  residence  a  l'etranger,  mais  il 
re<9ulte[da  texte  du  rapport  et  de  l'ensemble  des  dispositions  du  decret,  que  ces  attaches 
ne  peuvent  etre  admis  aux  examens  qu'apres  deux  ans  de  stage.  Quant  k  ceux  qui 
font  actuellement  leur  stage  et  qui  ont  ete  admis  dans  les  bureaux  de  la  direction 
commerciale  a  la  Buite  des  concours  etablis  par  Parrete  du*13  Juillet  1868,  il  a  paru

La  commission  n'avait  point  a  regler  les  conditions  des  epreuves  preliminaires 
prescrites  par  Particle  6  du  decret.  Elle  croit  cependant  pouvoir  vous  signaler 
1'avantage  qu'il  y  aurait  a  ce  que  les  candidate  subissent  ces  epreuves  devant  le  jury 
qui  fera  passer  les  examens  dlfinitif s ;  ce  serait  une  garantie  pour  le  recrutement  des 
sumumeraires,  et  le  jury  pourrait  mieux  apprecier  les  resultats  de  rexperience 
acquise  par  les  candidate  pendant  leur  stage.  II  en  serait  de  meme  des  epreuves 
transitoire*  :  la  commission  pense  qu'il  y  aurait  interet  a  ce  que  le  jury  devant  toque) 
elles  auront  lieu,  rat  compose  de  la  meme  maniere  que  le  jury  qui  president  aux 
examens  definitif  s.

La  commission  pense  que  le  mcilleur  moyen  d'eviter  cet  inconvenient  serait  de  vous  ^^  Services, 
mettre  en  mesure  d'attnbuer  aux  surnum^raires  pourvus  du  certificat  d'aptitude  luie 
indemnite  provisoire.    Elle  n'ignore  pas  que  les  credits  accordes  au  departement  ne 
suffiraient  pas  a  cctte  nouvelle  depensc,  si  limitee  qu'elle  put  6tre  ;  mais  elle  espere 
que  si  vous  en  faisiez  la  demande,  les  Cbambres  consentiraient  a  allouer  au  budget 
des  affaires  6trangeres  l'augmentation  de  credit  qui  vous  serait  n£cessaire. 

Cctte  demande  n'est  pas  la  seule  que  la  commission  vous  serait  reconnaissantc 
d'adresser  aux  Chambres.  Elle  souhaiterait  de  voir  le  departement'en  mesure  d'en- 
courager  nos  jeunes  agents  a  l'etude  de  langues  qui,  sans  6tre  d'un  usage  aussi 
general  que  l'anglais,  l'allcmand  et  I'espagBol,  n'en  sont  pas  moins  tres-utiles  a  nos 
diplomates  ct  h.  nos  consuls.  Une  indemnite*  accordee  aux  secretaires  de  3e  classe 
et  aux  eleves  consuls  qui  feraient  preuve  d'une  connaissance  pratique  des  langues 
slaves,  du  persan,  du  tore,  de  1'arabe,  da  chinois  et  du  japonais,  parait  a  la  commis- 
sion le  moyen  le  plus  sur  d'atteindre  un  resultat  si  important  pour  la  bonne  gestion 
des  services.  Cette  indemnite  ne  serait  d'ailleurs  accordee  aux  secretaires  et  aux 
vleves  consuls  que  pendant  la  durce  de  leur  sejour  dans  le  pays  ou  ces  langues  sont 
en  usage. 

S'il  est  juste  de  demander  a  ceux  qui  aspirent  a  l'honneur  de  servir  leur  pays  dans 
les  services  exterieurs  des  garanties  de  savoir  et  d'intelligence,  il  ne  Test  pas  moins 
de  rcchercher  les  moyens  d'assuicr  leur  avenir  dans  la  carriere  qu'ils  ont  embrassce. 
La  diminution  du  nombre  des  legations  est,  pour  beaucoup  d'agents  distinguls,  un 
obstacle  a  l'avancement  auquel  leurs  services  leur  constituc  les  titres  les  plus  respect- 
ables. La  commission  s'est  preoccupce  de  cet  etat  de  choses,  elle  a  £te  frappee  en 
meine  temps  de  l'inter£t  qu'il  y  aiirait  a  entretenir  dans  les  grands  postes  des  agents 
auxquels  une  longue  residence  dans  le  pays  permettrait  d'y  maintenir  les  traditions 
de  notre  diplomatic  Ces  considerations  l'engagcnt  a  vous  proposer  la  creation  d'un 
certain  nombre  d'emplois  de  conseillers  d'ambassade  et  de  legation  qui  formeraient 
une  classe  intermediate  entre  les  secretaires  de  lcr  classe  et  les  ministres  pllni- 
potentiaires.
